Lonvown in the Year 1865. 


He who wishes to study some of the striking properties of the English race can 
scarcely find a better field than the area extending a few miles around St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and Westminster Abbey. Here is the metropolis to which emigrants come 
daily from every county of the United Kingdom, and from which the enterprizing 
start to every province of the Empire. Besides the ebb and flow of migration, birth 
and death succeed each other in waves of thousands every week. And amidst all 
the changes the population increases ; so that streets, once empty lanes, are full of 
life ; and within the present bounds the population of men, women, and children 
of every rank, from the casual mendicant through all degrees of working men, up 
to the highest classes in art, intellect, and wealth, amount to three millions. 

The population of London within the registration limits is by estimate 2,993,513 ; 
but beyond this central mass there is a ring of life growing rapidly, and ex- 
tending along railway lines, over a circle of 15 miles radius from Charing Cross. 
The population within that circle, patrolled by the metropolitan police, is about 
3,463,771 

The population of London within the registration limits increased at the rate 
of 1°73 per cent. per annum ; the outer population at the rate of 2°77 per cent. 

The metropolitan tables of the year 1865 are based on the returns of 135 
registrars, and apply to 2,993,513 people, who are nearly all under the observation 
of medical men. The registered births were 2052, the deaths 1413 weekly, on an 
average, by all diseases and injuries. The Tables supply data for determining how 
much the phenomena of life and death are influenced by the surges of epidemics, 
by atmospheric pressure, by heat and cold, by fog and sunshine, by rain and 
by waters varying in their chemical as well as pathological effects, within certain 
limits. To extend those limits the area of observation must be extended. 

This has been done. In the year 1865 the registrars of Liverpool, Manchester, 
Salford, Birmingham, Leeds, Bristol, and Hull supplied with the most creditable 
punctuality weekly returns of the births and deaths and epidemical diseases reign- 
ing in those great cities and boroughs. ‘The Registrars General of Scotland and 
Ireland readily contributed to the undertaking, and sent weekly the returns for 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dublin. ‘Thus the system of weekly observation ex- 
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tended over a wider area, and over 5,690,617 people, exposed to a great variety 
of physical and social influences. 

The laws of zymotic diseases demand for their elimination a still wider area ; 
and as observatories are wisely established in the great cities of Europe to promote 
the science of astronomy, so it appears desirable to seek by the same methods of 
exact observation to advance the science of human life. 

The capital of the Austrian Empire, has, through Dr. Glatter, contributed regu- 
larly to the series of observations; and the deaths have been published here 
weekly. New York already publishes an imperfect weekly Table. Berlin will 
probably not long lag behind Vienna ; and if Paris once begins its example will 
be followed by Madrid, Florence, and St. Petersburgh. We shall then have 
hygienic observatories in all the great cities of civilized nations, where scientific 
men will be constantly on the look-out to give due notice of the rise and progress 
of diseases either injurious or fatal to the human race. 

It is a common notion on the Continent that the publication of weekly tables, 
such as those of London, may shake the nerves of the people, and lead to ex- 
plosions of terror in times of epidemic. But experience proves that the publication 
of the facts quiets instead of disturbing the popular mind, and while it reveals 
the exact extent of danger, robs it of the halo of alarm with which the imagination 
surrounds indefinite pestilences, walking abroad by noonday. The panic in Paris, 
Marseilles, and Naples from cholera last year had no parallel in London in 1854 ; 
and if weekly Tables had been published in Paris that city would probably have 
enjoyed the same comparative immunity as London in 1865; for the London 
Tables, demonstrating the diffusion of cholera by the wells and by the water com- 
panies, led the latter, under legislative pressure, to seek purer sources of supply ; 
while Paris was left behind in this work of improvement, and unnumbered 
thousands of the people perished. 

The Rinderpest has created an alarm which could never have arisen in England 
if people knew the amount of stock, and its mortality, in ordinary times, as well 
as the laws which govern epizootics precisely as they govern epidemics. It is 
an exact reproduction of the Continental panic in times of cholera, and enables us 
to understand it. 

The seasons of the year 1865 were in many respects remarkable. The winter 
was cold, and February and March seemed insensible to the growing power of the 
summer. ‘Che mean temperature of each of the first three months lay between 
36° and 37°. The mean night temperature of those months was below or little 
above the freezing point of water ; bronchitis was unusu: lly fatal; and the rate 
of mortality in the coldest weeks of January and February rose a fourth above 
the annual average. ‘lhe temperature rose in April and May, and was several 
degrees above the average of those months. The temperature of the air made 
a sudden start in April, and its mean ranged, up to May 2oth, from 49° to 56°; 
its weekly mean extremes from 40° at night to 72° in the day. Then after May 
20tb, through June, the mean temperature was high, and it rose still higher in 
July, reading 66°, ‘The temperature began to rise rapidly on the 20th of June ; 
and the thermometer touched 88° in the air, and 148° in the sun, on June 29d. 
The deaths from diarrhoea suddenly inereased in this week to 187 ; in successive 
weeks they rose to 154, to 301 in July, and then slowly declined through August 
and September. 

The deaths from summer cholera had not exceeded one weekly, but in the 
third week of June 3 died, and the deaths increased weekly until 23 were 
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registered in the last week of July ; then the deaths gradually fell off, and the 
deaths by cholera in the year were 193. ‘These included one or more persons who 
were attacked in Paris. A few cases of Asiatic cholera, it will be recollected, 
occurred in Southampton, and at Epping in the neighbourhood of London. Scar- 
latina became more fatal in London than it had been in the two last weeks of June. 

It is worthy of note that the cattle plague was first observed at Lambeth on 
June 24th, at Islington on June 27th, at Hackney on the 28th, on July ist in 
Whitechapel; by the 3d of July it had attacked 40 cows in various places, and had 
killed half of them.* According to the official returns, 7238 cattle were attacked 
before December joth by Rinderpest in the metropolitan police district; the 
poleaxe was liberally used ; 3103 of the attacked were killed, 2218 were slaugh- 
tered healthy by way of precaution, and 3263 died of the disease. Thus 5321 
were slaughtered, 3263 died, 588 remained sick on December joth ; and it would 
appear that the “stamping out” is only partially successful when a large propor- 
tion of the cattle are killed, either by the butchers or by the disease. During 
the whole of this period the milk must in many cases have been drawn from 
infected cows before the secretion of milk had ceased ; and it is to be feared that 
their carcases were often sold as meat. Lancisi found that such meat induced 
diarrheea ; and though the effect of the cattle plague on the health of the popu- 
lation of London is not yet apparent, the facts must be carefully watched. 

The temperature of every month of the year after March, except August, was 
above the average of 24 years, and in two weeks of September the heat was 
tropical ; the mean of the highest daily air temperatures of the two weeks ending 
September 16th was 80°5°; the highest air temperature of Friday, September 8th, 
was 86°; while the temperature of the thermometer in the sun was 131°, and the 
warmth of the waters of the Thames rose to 68°. This heat produced no sensible 
effect on the mortality. There was no rain in either of those weeks. Towards 
the end of October 5°2 inches of rain fell in three weeks; and thus, notwith- 
standing previous droughts, the rain-fall of the year, as well as the temperature, 
exceeded the average. = — 

The annual rate of mortality in London was 2°433 during 26 years; and the 
mortality in the year 1865 of extreme heat and extreme cold was 2°462. There 
was a sensible decline in the mortality of the districts south of the Thames. 

The mortality in the whole of the great city population of the United Kingdom 
was at the rate of 2°718 per cent. in 1865.

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General ‘Register Office, Somerset House, 
January 9th, 1865. 

Lonpon has hitherto been the only great city of the world in which the causes 
of all the deaths and the births eee been inquired into, and published weekly. 
The Bills were commenced in the reign of Elizabeth, when thousands of the people 
were swept away by zymotic diseases; and London was in truth periodically 
the city of the plague, containing within its walls and liberties a population of 
only 130,178 souls. The Bills, imperfect as they were, appoared weekly, as they 
© were returned by the confraternity of parish clerks from 1603 until the new 
system of registration was introduced ; which placed in the hands of the Registrar- 
General the means of publishing ‘the London Weekly Tables in a complete 
form. 

The cause of nearly every death is certified by the medical attendants ; and the 
certificates are copied by the 135 Registrars, who forward abstracts of their registers 
weekly, which reach the General Register Office every Monday moraing. The 
population of London was 2,803,989 in 1861. It is no longer decimated by the 
plague ; and it is some years since cholera ravaged its parishes. But the causes of 
death are numerous ; and their operation can only be arrested by a knowledge of 
the laws which govern death as they govern life. 


Our knowledge of these laws is likely to be increased by extending the area of . 


observation ; and in endeavouring to accomplish this object the Registrar-General 
has everywhere met with co-operation. The utility of weckly Returns is admitted 
all over Europe. Vienna is at present one of the great medical schools of the 
age ; and from that city the returns are punctually sent to this Office every week 
by Dr. Glatter. Berlin will probably supply the same information. 

Baron Haussmann, whose efforts to improve Paris are well known, has been 
communicated with, Soa he will, with his admirable administrative organization, 
have no difficulty in supplying science with the same information about the state 
of the public health of Paris as is furnished here respecting the health of London. 

The Registrar-General of Ireland publishes weekly Tables for Dublin; and the 
Registrar-General of Scotland zealously co-operates by procuring returns for 
Edinburgh and Glasgow. Under these circumstances it has been thought right 
to procure returns from Liverpool, Manchester, Salford, Birmingham, Leeds, and 
Bristol, six of the greatest cities or boroughs of England. ‘The returns are 
furnished by the local Registrars, who have laudably aided in the work. 

Mr. Glaisher, whose services to meteorological science it is impossible to over 
estimate, compiles the returns of temperature and rain from six observers, whose 

names give authority to the Tables ; and any prevailing epidemic or remarkable 
variation in the mortality will be noticed. 

The weekly returns of births and deaths for the cities of the United Kingdom 
extend over a population of 5,167,187 ; among whom 3713 births and 3389 deaths 
were registered during the first week of the year ending Saturday, 7th January 1865. 

The deaths in London were 1660, or 102 above ‘the corrected average of the 
corresponding weeks.

Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


Last week the births of 1043 boys and 1016 girls, in all 2059 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1855-64 the 
average number (corrected) was 2055. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°785 in. he mean temperature of the air in the week was 
36°7°, which is 0°2° above the average of the same week in 50 years. The 
highest day temperature was 49‘2° on Wednesday. The lowest night temperature 
on the grass, as shown by a self-registering thermometer, read at 9 A.M., was 
19°0° on Monday. On Tuesday there was a range of only 5°2° of temperature 
within the 24 hours. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature 
and air temperature was 4‘6°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 84, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell heavily during the 
afternoon of Thursday. ‘The general direction of the wind was S.W. 


In Liverpool the births were 321, the deaths 442 ; in Manchester and Salford 
the births 269, the deaths 275 ; in Birmingham the births 208, the deaths 218 ; 
in Leeds the births 117, the deaths 138 ; in Bristol the births 124, the deaths 81 ; 
in Edinburgh the births 109, the deaths 90; in Glasgow the births 357, the 
deaths 813; in Vienna the deaths 326, in the week preceding, where the tem- 


perature was 14°4° lower than in London.

In the ten principal cities or towns of the United Kingdom 3838 births and 
3287 deaths were registered in the week that ended on Saturday last. In the 
seven cities or boroughs of England the mortality was at the rate of 30 per 1000 
annually ; and the deaths of the week were 2718. | 

The deaths may be compared with the meteorology of the week, and demand the 
careful study of the authorities, and of all persons who are solicitous about the 
health of the population of great cities. For death does not fall upon communities 
like the wind over which they can exercise no control; but its epidemic storms 
are to a large extent of human creation. The causes of the deaths in ch ldhood 
and in manhood are known and are often generated in great cities by flagrant 
violations of the laws of nature; to such an extent that taking the year round to 
every three deaths oxe death is the result of causes which do not prevail in the 
healthy districts of the country. In the healthy districts of England the mortality 
is at the annual rate ef 17 in 1000; in our seven cities or boroughs it is at the 
average annual rate of 25 in 1000. During the last week the rate was 30. ‘This 
excess is partly the result of the cold weather, and varies from 26 per 1000 in 
Bristol to 41 in Liverpool. 

The causes of death require careful investigation in each town; and the local 
authorities will probably be induced to follow the example of Liverpool and 
London by appointing health officers, after carefully considering the figures which 
the registers bring every week under their notice, 

In the week that ended on Saturday, 1669 deaths were registered in London. 
In the corresponding weeks of ten years, 1855-64, the average number of deaths 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1653. The deaths in the present 
return, therefore, slightly exceed the estimated number. 

Zymotie diseases in the aggregate destroyed 359 lives. Sixteen ceaths were 
eaused by small-pox, 48 by. measles, 55 by scarlatina, 77 by typhus, and 73 by 
whooping-cough, 

From diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive of phthisis) 428 persons died ; 
of this number bronchitis carried off 267 persons, pneumonia 99, and asthma 25. 

One hundred and sixty-one deaths occurred from phthisis, 70 from diseases of 
- the heart, and 180 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

Seven hundred and thirty-eight persons died under 20 years of age, 222 were 
20 and under 40, 290 were 40 and under 60, 858 were 60 and under 80, and 61 
were 80 years and upwards. The deaths of 9 nonagenarians were recorded, the 
oldest of whom was a widow, who attained the age of 94 years. 

Sixty-five persons lost their lives by accidents, 33 died from fractures or con- 
tusions (of this number, 6 were killed by vehicles in the street), 11 infants and one 
adult were suffocated, and 13 deaths ensued from burns or scalds.

Last week the births of 1035 boys and 967 girls, in all 2002 children, were 
registered in London, In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1855-64 
the average number (corrected) was 2013. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°290in. ‘The barometrical reading decreased from 30-08 in. at the 
beginning of the week to 28°39 in. by noon on Saturday, a point lower than any 
since February 1848, when it was 28°30in. ‘The mean temperature of the air in 
the week was 42°8°, which is 6:8° above the average of the same week in 
50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 
50°2" on Tuesday The lowest night temperature was 32°0° on Friday. The 
entire range of temperature during the week was, therefore, 18°2°. The mean 
of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 39°7°; that of the 
lowest was 38°8°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and 
air temperature was 3°7°, The mean degree of humidity of the air was 87, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. A heavy gale of wind occurred on 
Saturday, in which a pressure of 29 lbs. on the square foot took place, and very 
heavy pressures were frequent between the hours of 4 a.m. and 5v.m. The 
direction of the wind at this time was S.W. and W.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
January 23d, 1865. 

In the TEN PRINCIPAL CITIES or boroughs of the Unitrep Kinapom 4071 births 
and 3218 deaths were registered in the week that ended on Saturday last. In 
the seven cities or boroughs of England the mortality was at the rate of 29 per 
1000 annually ; and the deaths of the week were 2618. : 

Fifteen hundred and eighty-five deaths were registered in London in the week 
that ended on 21st January. In the corresponding weeks of ten years, 1855-64, 
the average number of deaths is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1637. The deaths in the present return, therefore, are less by 52 than the 
estimated number. 

From zymotic diseases 857 persons died. Small-pox proved fatal to 7 children 
and 2 adults. Forty-two deaths occurred from measles, 5 of these cases were 
registered in the sub-district of Kensington Town. Typhus carried off 81 persons, 
5 deaths occurred from this disease in the sub-district of Whitecross-street, 4 in 
that of St. Giles South, and 4 in that of Hoxton New Town. Fifty-two deaths 
were caused by scarlatina, 12 by diphtheria, and 62 by whooping-cough. 

The deaths during the week from diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive 
of phthisis) amounted to 879, the corrected average number for this period of 
the year being 440. From bronchitis 221 deaths occurred. One hundred and 
one persons died from pneumonia, and 22 from asthma. 

Phthisis proved fatal to 156 persons. From diseases of the heart 72 deaths 
were registered, and from various diseases of the brain and nervous system 175 
persons died. 

The winter season is more particularly fatal to persons advanced. in life. 
Fifty-six persons died last week who had attained the age of 80 years and upwards ; 
amongst this number are recorded the deaths of 6 nonagenarians, the eldest of 
whom was a widow who had attained the age of 98 years. 

Thirty-six persons were accidentally killed. Nine deaths were caused by burns 
or scalds, 3 persons were drowned, and 4 were suffocated. Kleven deaths were 
occasioned by fractures or contusions. The wife of a pedlar, aged 56 years, died 
in the Workhouse, Clerkenwell, from fracture of the ribs, from being run over by 
a mail cart. The daughter of a carpenter, aged 2 years, died on llth January 
at 150 Long-lane, Bermondsey, from injuries caused by a cart passing over her. 
A spinster, aged 62 years, died at the City of London Union Workhouse, Bromley, 
on 18th January, from exhaustion consequent on her refusal to take food. 


Last week the births of 1053 boys and 1069 girls, in all 2122 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1855-64 the 
average number (corrected) was 2015. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°178 in. The barometrical reading increased from 28°80in. at 
the beginning of the week to 29°51 in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of

the air in the week was 34°1°, which is 2°7° below the average of the same 
week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature 
was 42°6° on Sunday. The lowest night temperature was 19°7 on Saturday. 
The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 22°9". The mean 
of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 41°1"; that of the 
lowest was 39°0°. he difference between the mean dew-point temperature and 
air temperature was 3°9°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 89, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°03 in. 
on Wednesday. ‘The general direction of the wind was W.S.W. 


In Liverpool the births were 374, the deaths 340; in Manchester and Salford 
the births 331, the deaths 281; in Birmingham the births 289, the deaths 184 ; 
in Leeds the births 184, the deaths 145 ; in Bristol the births 119, the deaths 83 ; 
in Edinburgh the births 106, the deaths 120; in Glasgow the births 390, the 
deaths 311; in Vienna the deaths 333 in the week preceding, where the tem- 
perature was 7°6° lower than in London.

Meteorological Observations. 
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Tue mortality of the week ending Saturday last, is higher than it was, in the 
TEN CITIES of the kingdom. The births were 4196 ; the deaths were 3557 in the 
week ; and the annual rate of mortality was 34 per 1000. 

The rate was 31 in London, 83 in Edinburgh, and 87 in Dublin; 42 in 
Liverpool, 85 in Manchester, 31 in Salford, 30 in Birmingham, 38 in Leeds, 
30 in Bristol, 44 in Glasgow. 

A high rate of mortality consequent on the late inclement weather prevails in 
London. In the week that ended on Saturday last the deaths of 1773 persons 
were registered; in the previous week the number was 1747. In the corre- 
sponding weeks of ten years, 1855-64, the average number of deaths is, with a 
correction for increase of population, 1530. The deaths in the present return, 
therefore, exceed by 243 the estimated number. 

Three hundred and seventy deaths occurred last week from zymotic diseases, 
the corrected average number being 324. Typhus was fatal to 95 persons, a 
number considerably above the average, which is 52. Whooping-cough destroyed 
the lives of 86 children ; 6 of these cases were registered in the sub-district of 
St. Paul, St. George-in-the-East, and 4 in that of St. George-the-Martyr, Holborn. 
Sixteen deaths occurred from small-pox, 28 from measles, 46 from scarlatina, and 
5 from diphtheria. Pa | 

Five hundred persons died from diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive of 
phthisis), the corrected average number being 3881. Bronchitis proved fatal to 
339 persons, of whom 163 were above 60 years of age. One hundred and two 
deaths occurred from pneumonia, 180 from phthisis, 78 from diseases of the heart, 
and 178 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

Thirty-two deaths were caused by accidents. Eleven persons died from 
fractures or contusions, 10 from burns or scalds, and 7 from suffocation. Tour 
persons committed suicide. A needlewoman, aged 87 years, died on 30th January 
at 15a Skidmore-street, Mile-end, from suffocation produced by food entering the 
windwipe. A tobacconist, aged 55 years, was found dead on 17th January at 
11 Braithwaite-place, Kensington, from pneumonia accelerated by his denying 
himself the necessaries of life. A dock labourer, aged 56 years, died on 


24th January in the Rhodeswell-road, Stepney, from exposure to cold. Two 


persons were killed by vehicles in the streets. 
The deaths of seven nonagenarians were recorded ; the eldest was a man who 
had attained the age of 97 years. 


Last week the births of 1175 boys and 1102 girls, in all 2277 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1855-64 the 
average number (corrected) was 2115. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°144 in. The barometrical reading was 29°84 in. at the beginning 
of the week, and decreased to 28°73 in. on Wednesday. The mean temperature of 
the air in the week was 39°3°, which is 1°3° above the average of the same 
week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature 
was 52°1° on Thursday. The lowest night temperature was 19°9° on Sunday. 
The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 32°2°. The mean 
of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 36°4°; that of the 
lowest was 34°8°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and

air temperature was 2°5°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 91, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°43 in.; 
which is equivalent to a fall of 43 tons of rain per acre. The wind blew chiefly 
from $.W. and 8.8.E. The rain-fall ranged in the ten cities from 30 tons per 
acre in Kdinburgh to 215 tons per acre in Glasgow. 


By the metric system the fall of a centimetre of rain yields a hundred metric tons per hectar. 

The hectar is 100 x 100 = 10,000 square metres; and the square metre is 100 x 160 = 10,000 
square centimetres ; so the hectar is 100,000,000 square centimetres; and rain a centimetre deep 
on such an area is equivalent to 100,000,000 cubic centimetres of water, or to 100 cubic metres, 
each equal to 1,000,000 cubic centimetres. A cubic metre of distilled water is the metric ton. 

The expression is nearly equivalent in English measures, as an acre is nearly 4-tenths (=° 404671) 
of a hectar ; and conversely a centimetre is nearly 4-tenths of an inch (*393708). Thus the French 
superficial unit is nearly as much larger as the vertical unit is less than the English unit. And an 
inch fall of rain is equal to 101 tons per acre ; for every hundredth of an inch a ton of water falls 
per acre, 

An English acre consists ot 6,272,640 square inches ; and an inch deep of rain on an acre yields 
6,272,640 cubic inches of water, which at 277274 cubic inches to the gallon makes 22622°5 gallons; 
and as a gallon of distilled water weighs 10 lbs., the rain-fall on an acre is 226,225 lbs. avoirdupois ; 
but 2240 lbs. are a ton, and consequently an inch deep of rain weighs 100°993 tons, or nearly 
101 tons per acre.

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Tux population of the Ten Princrpan Cities of the Unirep Kryepom is 
increasing at so rapid a rate that it is necessary to take the increase into account 
in calculating, for the Weekly Table, their mortality. 

And by the best estimates that can be framed from the Census their population 
will amount to 5,524,012 in the middle of the present year; London counting for 
3,015,494, Edinburgh for 174,180, Dublin for 254,808, Liverpool for 476,368, 
Manchester and Salford for 465,763, Glasgow for 423,723, Birmingham for 
327,842, Leeds for 224,025, and Bristol for 161,809. 

The population of all the ten cities has overflowed their limits ; and even tho 
lines of boundaries, traced at the date of the Reform Bill, in the interval of a 
generation, are already antiquated. 

The question of the health of the Ten Cities is of paramount importance ; for 
diseases from afar find homes in them, or growing epidemics radiate from their 
centres through the whole population. Their leaven leavens the whole lump ; as 
their intelligence agitates the mass of the nation. 

The deaths of the week ending on Saturday last were 3469, the births 3643. 
The rate of mortality (per 1000 per annum) was 83 in the Ten Cities ; namely, 
30 in London, 82 in Edinburgh, 39 in Dublin, 42 in Liverpool, 40 in Manchester, 
29 in Salford, 36 in Glasgow, 32 in Birmingham, 29 in Leeds, and 30 in Bristol 
(exclusive of its large Workhouse). All these rates are above the average of 
their respective cities, which is in part due to the winter weather. The mean 
annual mortality of healthy places is, it will be recollected, 17 in 1000. 

If the attention of the Emperor of the French could be drawn to this subject, 
we should, no doubt, have similar returns for comparison, not only from the 
great cities of his empire, but from all the great cities of Europe. 

The influence of the cold weather on the lives of the population is apparent in 
the increased mortality in London. In the week that ended on Saturday last the 
deaths of 1747 persons were registered ; in the previous week the number was 
1585. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the average number of 
deaths is, with a correction for increase of population, 1591. The deaths in the 
present return, therefore, exceed by 156 the estimated number. | 

Three hundred and fifty-nine persons died last week from zymotic diseases, the 
corrected average number being 331. Whooping-cough is the most fatal disease 
in the list, having carried off 81 children ; 5 of these cases were registered in the 
sub-district of St. Peter, Walworth, and 4 in that of St. Paul, St. George-in-the- 
East. Seventy-six deaths were caused by typhus, 14 by small-pox, and 26 by 
measles. The deaths of 5 children from measles in the Workhouse, St. Martin-in- 
the-Fields, were recorded. Fifty-seven deaths occurred from scarlatina, and 
17 from diphtheria. Three persons died from diphtheria at Dartmouth-terrace, 
Forest-hill. 

Four hundred and seventy-two deaths were caused by diseases of the respjratory 
organs (exclusive of phthisis), the corrected average number being 404. Bronchitis 
was much more fatal than in any previous week of the present winter season, 
316 persons having died from this disease. Pneumonia, on the contrary, shows a 
' somewhat lower mortality than the average ; it carried off 93 persons. 

_. Two hundred and three deaths occurred from phthisis, 86 from diseases of the 
heart, and 183 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

Thirty-eight persons were killed by accidents, 16 deaths occurred from fractures 
or contusions, 38 children and 2 adults died from burns or scalds, 5 persons were 
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Births and Deaths registered last Week. 
drowned, and 9 infants and one adult were suffocated. ‘Two persons committed 
suicide, and 2 infants were murdered. 

The widow of a baker, aged 65 years, was found dead on 20th January at 
10 Compton-street, Clerkenwell, from exhaustion from exposure to cold and 
neglect. ‘The son of a cooper, aged 13 years, died on 17th January at Guy’s 
Hospital from hydrophobia, the result of his having been bitten by a dog a month 
previously. ‘Two deaths occurred from traumatic tetanus. 


Last week the births of 964 boys and 930 girls, in all 1894 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1855-64 
the average number (corrected) was 2084. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°430in. The barometrical reading increased from 28°86in. on 
Friday to 29°85 in. at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air 
in the week was 31°7°, which is 6°3° below the average of the same week in 
50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 
38°0° on Monday. The lowest night temperature was 19°6° on Sunday. The 
entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 18°4°. The mean of 
the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 40°1°; that of the 
lowest was 38°3°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and 
air temperature was 4°0°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 86, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 1°53 in. 
during the week. The general direction of the wind was N.E.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset [fouse, 
february 13th, 1865. 

Tue DEATHS in Lonpon in the week that ended last Saturday were 1589, and 
showed a decrease on those of the two previous weeks when they were con- 
siderably above 1700. In Tex Crries of the kingdom the births were 4428 ; 
the deaths were 3299 in the week ; and the annual rate of mortality was 31 per 
1000 ; it was less than it had been in previous weeks. 

In London the average number of deaths in the sixth week of ten previous 
years 1855-64, was, with a correction for increase of population, 1504. The 
actual number last week, therefore, exceeded the estimated number by 85. 

The deaths from bronchitis which had been 339 in the previous week, declined 
to 226; from phthisis they were 167; from pneumonia 73; and from heart 
disease 78. Whooping-cough, of which 82 cases were recorded, was the most 
fatal in the zymotic class of diseases. 

At 15 West-street, Somers Town, on 29th January, the son of a labourer, aged 
2 years, died of “ pneumonia, accelerated by want.” (Inquest). Fourteen infants 
died from being overlaid or otherwise suffocated in bed. A man was killed by 
a cart. 

Three-wemen, whose ages were returned as 95, 96, and 97 years, were registered 
in the week. 

Mr. Yardley, Registrar of St. George Bloomsbury, who records 18 deaths in 
the week, of which 8 were in the Infant Home, 35 Great Coram-street, an 
institution for illegitimate children, states that the mortality in this house 
continues to be very great; and~that Dr. Buchanan, the medical officer of 
St. Giles district, having visited it, made suggestions to the principal of tho 
establishment, which have been carried out, and amongst others that the resident 
medical officer of the ‘ Sick Children’s Hospital,” should visit it daily, in addition 
to the visits of the regular surgeon of the “ Home” which are made three times 
a week; but the children are generally so weak and emaciated from want of 


nourishment and attention previously to admission, that the mortality of the. 


inmates is inevitably high, and it is only by the greatest care that any considerable 
number of them can be saved. 7 

The rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edinburgh and 34 in 
Dublin ; 45 in Liverpool, 35 in Manchester, 35 in Salford, 26in Birmingham, 34 in 
Leeds, 28 in Bristol, and 41 in Glasgow. 

In Liverpool the births were 406, the deaths 411 ; in Manchester the births 
282, the deaths 241; in Salford the births 102, the deaths 74; in Birmingham 
the births 292, the deaths 163; in Leeds the births 250, the deaths 144; in 
Bristol the births 120, the deaths 88 ; in Edinburgh the births 120, the deaths 94 ; 
in Glasgow the births 366, the deaths 329; in Dublin the births 154, the deaths 
166; and in Vienna the deaths were 357, in the week ending 28th January, 
when the temperature was 1°4° higher than in London. 


Last week the births of 1171 boys and 1165 girls, in all 2336 children, were 
_registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1855-64 
the average number (corrected) was 2138. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°982in. The daily mean was above 30in. on the last three days. 
The reading was 29°5lin. at the beginning of the week, and rose to 30°48 in. 
on Friday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 35°3°, which is 
8:4° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
_ Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below the average on six days,

and on Saturday the defect was equal to 11-8°. The highest day temperature was 
50°2° on Tuesday. The lowest night temperature was 24°7° on Saturday. The 
thermometer was below the freezing point of water on four nights. The mean 
daily range was 8°5°. On Saturday the range was only 5-5"; on Sunday and 
Monday little more than 6°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 81, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. On the last four days the wind 
was generally in a north-easterly direction. Rain fell to the amount of 0°38 in. 
On Saturday the thermometer never rose above the freezing point of water, and 
snow fell frequently. The thermometer fell to 22-9° at Salford. 

Norr.—The centigrade thermometer is in general use on the Continent, and aniong scientific 
men. ‘The degrees are reckoned from zero = the freezing point of water = 32° Fahrenheit ; and 
the boiling point of water is 100° centigrade. 5° centigrade = 90° Fahrenheit. The degrees of 
cold below zero are reckoned in the same way; and while 7° expresses seven degrees of heat above 


zero,—7°, that is 7 with a minus sign before it serves to express seven degrees of cold below the 
freezing point of water.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
F February 20th, 1865. 

In tur week that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nine other 
' Crrres or Borovcus of the United Kingdom were 3803 ; the deaths 3349. The 
» annual rate of mortality for the week in those ten large towns was 32 per 1000 
/ persons living, and it was less than it had been in the two previous weeks. 

The deaths in London in the week were 1567, showing but a slight decrease 
- onthe number in the previous week, but a great decrease on the average weekly 
- number in January. The average number of deaths in the seventh week of ten 
years, 1855-64, is, with a correction for increase of population, 1456. ‘The actual 

return, therefore, exceeds the estimated number by 111. 
The deaths from typhus continue to be numerous; they were 88 last week. 
Those from scarlatina were 52, from diphtheria 13, from measles 17, from small- 
ox 20, from whooping-cough 63. The deaths from bronchitis were successively 
339, 226, and 232 in the last three weeks. ‘There were 4 from privation, 2 from 
scurvy, 2 from delirium tremens, and 5 from intemperance. A captain of the 
army, aged 70 years, was killed by a carriage in St. Martin’s-lane. ; 

Six nonagenarians were registered ; the oldest of whom was a woman who died 
at the age of 97 years. 

In the East districts there were 16 deaths from scarlatina, 16 from whooping- 
cough, and 16 from typhus. The Small-pox Hospital in Islington returned 5 deaths 
from small-pox ; the London Fever Hospital situated in the same district returned 
23 from typhus. 

The Registrar of St. John Westminster writes that small-pox has become 
prevalent in part of his sub-district, and he has registered six deaths from it 
since the 21st ult. three of which occurred on the 15th inst. He registered only 
three deaths from small-pox in the whole of last year. . 

Eleven deaths occurred in the Workhouse of St. Giles, 5 of which were from 
typhus, a disease which the Registrar states is “extremely prevalent in the 
South sub-district St. Giles.” 

On the 8th inst. at 2 Cobb’s-court, Spitalfields, a shoemaker, aged 58 years, 
died from want of the necessaries of life and proper medical attention. (Znqguest). 

On the 2d inst. at the Workhouse Mile-end New Town, a man unknown, aged 
38 years, died from “disease of the lungs, accelerated by exposure and destitution.” 
(Inquest). ; 

On the llth inst. at the London Hospital, a waterman, aged 35 years, from 
“ inflammation of the arm, aggravated by privations.” (Inquesé). 

On the 4th ult. at Edward-street Kast, Greenwich, a tailor, aged 61 years, died of 
« disease of the liver, hastened by want of nourishment and nursing.” (dnquest). 


Last week the births of 1044 boys and 990 girls, in all 2034 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1855-64 the 
average number (corrected) was 2108. 


In Liverpool the births were 373, the deaths 884; in Manchester the births 
922, the deaths 241; in Salford the births 69, the deaths 68 ; in Birmingham the 
births 231, the deaths 163; in Leeds the births 169, the deaths 1638 ; in Bristol 
the births 89, the deaths 86; in Edinburgh the births 140, the deaths 119; in 
Glasgow the births 324, the deaths 391; in Dublin the births 152, the deaths 167. 
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Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


The rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 in London, 36 in Edinburgh, and 34 in 
Dublin ; 42 in Liverpool ; 85 in Manchester, 32 in Salford, 26 in Birmingham, 
38 in Leeds, 28 in Bristol, and 48 in Glasgow. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°693 in. The mean daily reading was above 380in. on the first 
three days. The lowest night temperature was‘ 15°5°, and occurred on 
Wednesday, on which day the highest was only 32°8°. On the two previous 
days the highest temperature was below 32°; but the range of temperature on 
those days was only about 5°. The highest day temperature was 45°1°, on 
Saturday. The mean daily range was 10°4°. The mean temperature of the week 
was 30°5°, which is 7°8° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The defect on Monday and Wednesday was 12° 
and 14°, as measured by the averages of those days ; but every day was cold 
except Saturday, when the mean temperature was about the average. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 82; on Thursday the humidity was 92. ‘The 
wind was first north-east, then south-east, then south-west. Half an inch of rain 
fell. Snow fell on three days. The thermometer fell below the freezing point 
of water every night of the week. 

At Salford, Manchester, Birmingham, Wakefield, and Clifton snow fell on 
Thursday, as also in London. The minimum temperature in the week occurred 
on Wednesday at all those places, except Bristol. Leverywhere the highest tempe- 
rature was on Saturday. The rain fall ranged from 20 tons per acre in Edinburgh 
to 139 tons in Bristol. 


Notr.—The centigrade thermometer is in general use on the Continent, and among scientific 
men. The degrees are reckoned from zero = the freezing point of water = 32° Fahrenheit ; and 
the boiling point of water is 100° centigrade. 5° centigrade = 9° Fahrenheit. ‘The degrees of 
cold below zero are reckoned in the same way; and while 7° expresses seven degrees of heat above 
zero, — 7°, that is 7 with a minus sign before it serves to express seven degrees of cold below the 
freezing point of water.

58 years, “sudden, exhaustion. from want of the common necessaries of life and proper medical 
attention.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

WuitEcHaPeEL ; Mile-end New Town.—At the workhouse (found dead), on 27th January, a 
tailor, aged 52 years, “violent; distension of stomach from over feeding whilst of unsound mind.” 
Post mort. (Inquest.) 

In same sub-district, at the workhouse, on 2d February, a male (unknown), aged 38 years, 
“sudden, disease of lungs accelerated by exposure and destitution.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

WHITECHAPEL; Church.— At the London Hospital, on 11th February, a waterman, aged 
35 years, “inflammation of arm aggravated by privations.” (Jnquest.) 

Stepney ; Shadwell—At 1 Farmer-street, on 8th February, a seaman (Merchant Service), aged 
21 years, “scurvy, exhaustion.” 

In same sub-district, at 30 High-street, on 6th February, a mariner, aged 42 years, ‘‘ sudden, 
effusion into cavities of body consequent on scurvy.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

Newineton; St. Mary.— At St. Thomas’s Hospital from 10 East-street, Walworth, on 5th 
February, the son of a china-shop-keeper, aged 2 years, “laryngitis by drinking hot water from 
a kettle by the spout (5 hours).” (Inquest.) 

GREENWICH ; Last—At Kdward-street east, on 4th January, a tailor, aged 61 years, “ disease 
of the liver, hastened by want of nourishment and nursing.” Post mort. (Inquest.)

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In THE WeEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nine other _ 


Crries or Borovucus of the United Kingdom were 4330; the deaths 3301. 
The annual rate of mortality in the week in those TEN large towns was 31 per 
1000 persons living, and less than in the previous week, when it was 32. 

In Lonnon the births of 1144 boys and 1146 girls, in all 2290 children, were 
registered. In corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the average number, 
corrected for increase of population, was 2080. 

The number of deaths in London, returned for the week, was 1590, against a 
corrected average (for the eighth week of the year) of 1505. The actual return 
is, therefore, in excess of the estimated number by 80. 

The mortality. from scarlatina was less than it had been in many previous 
weeks ; the deaths were 34. Typhus, which also shows a decline in the week, was 
fatal in 69 cases, 5 of which were in the South sub-district St. eee 3 in Bow, 3 in 
the Kent-road sub-district, 8 in Deptford. 

Phthisis was fatal in 165 cases, bronchitis in 242, pneumonia in 83, and heart 
disease in 80 cases. Four persons were killed by horse conveyances. Sixty-seven 
persons died at the age of 80 years and upwards, 2 of whom were women who 
had attained the age of 94 years. 

On the 4th inst. at 9 Pollard-street, Bethnal-green, the widow of a tailor, aged 
43 years, died from disease of “the lungs, accelerated by want of warmth and 
nourishment. (Jnquest.) 

In Liverpool the births were 886, the deaths 372 ; in Manchester the births 
255, the deaths 223; in Salford the births 96, the deaths 59 ; in Birmingham 
the births 271, the deaths 176; in Leeds the births 236, the deaths 136; in 
Bristol the births 113, the deaths 84 ; in Edinburgh the births 118, the deaths 111 ; 
in Glasgow the births 403, the deaths 380; in Dublin the births 162, the deaths 
174; and in Vienna in the week ending the 11th inst. the deaths were 366, 
when the temperature was 15°4° Fahrenheit, or nearly 20° lower than in London 
during the same week. 

The rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 in London, 33 in Edinburgh, and 36 
in Dublin ; 41 in Liverpool, 383 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 28 in Birmingham, 
32 in Leeds, 27 in Bristol, and 47 in Glasgow. In Vienna the rate was 34 in the 
week ending the 11th inst., when the rate in London was 27 per 1000. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°880in. ‘The daily mean daily reading was above 30in. on four 
days. The reading was 29°08 in. on Sunday, and rose to 80°27 in. on Tuesday. 
The mean temperature of the air in the week was 88°3°, which is 0°7° below 
the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
On the first four days the mean daily temperature was below the average, and 
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during the rest of the week, was above it.

In THE WEEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nine other 
Crrtes or Borovens of the United Kingdom were 4227; the deaths 2995. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those Ten large towns was 28 per 1000 
persons living, and was much less than in the previous week, when it was 31. 

In Lonpon the births of 1125 boys and 1117 girls, in all 2242 children, were 
registered. In corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the average number, 
with a correction for increase of population, was 2115. 

The deaths in London, returned for the week, were 1482, against a corrected 
average (for the ninth week of the year) of 1489. The actual number was, 
therefore, almost the same as that obtained by calculation. 

Eighty-one deaths were referred to whooping-cough, and 67 to typhus. Four 
fatal cases of the latter disease occurred in the Kensington Town sub-district ; 
18 were returned by the London Fever Hospital in Islington. 

Bronchitis continues to decline. In the week that ended February 4th, it rose 
to 339 fatal cases ; in that which ended March 4th, the number was 206. 

Eleven persons were registered, as having been killed by horse conveyances. 

Seven persons died at the age of 90 years and upwards. The oldest was 96 
years of age, and was a pensioner of the Greenwich Hospital. 

A horsekeeper died of glanders after 9 weeks’ illness, in King’s College 
Hospital. 

A labourer died in Shoreditch Workhouse, aged 55 years, from bronchitis, 
accelerated by want and exposure. 

A boy, aged 9 years, died at 4 Ashfield-place, in the Ratcliff sub-district, from 
diseased lungs, accelerated by privation. 

A labourer died from “poisoned condition of blood,” in consequence of having 
been employed in white lead works. 

In Liverpool the births were 398, the deaths 319; in Manchester the births 
286, the deaths 206 ; in Salford the births 95, the deaths 66 ; in Birmingham the 
births 247, the deaths 147; in Leeds the births 200, the deaths 129; in Bristol 
the births 113, the deaths 81; in Edinburgh the births 94, the deaths 99; in 
Glasgow the births 384, the deaths 310; in Dublin the births 169, the deaths 157 ; 
and in Vienna in the week ending the 28th ult. the deaths were 359, when the 
temperature was 83°1° Fahrenheit, or 5°2° lower than in London during the 
same week. 

The rate of mortality was 26 per 1000 in London, 30 in Edinburgh, and 82 in 
Dublin ; 35 in Liverpool ; 830 in Manchester, 31 in Salford, 23 in Birmingham, 
30 in Leeds, 26 in Bristol, and 38 in Glasgow. In Vienna the rate was 33 in the 
week ending the 25th ulto., when the rate in London was 28 per 1000. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
_ the week was 29°749 in, The reading fell to 29°36in. on Tuesday, and rose

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to 80°18in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 42°1°, 
which is 2° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 52°7°, on Tuesday. The 
lowest night temperature was 30°9° on Saturday. The mean daily range was 
12°9°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air tempe- 


rature was 5°3°. 


The mean degree of humidity of the air was 82, complete 


saturation being represented by 100. On Sunday the humidity almost reached 
saturation, having been 97. ‘The wind was in the south-west on the first three 
days ; on the next three in the north-west ; and on Saturday again in the south- 
west. ‘There was rain on three days, and the whole fall was 0-32 in.

In rae werx that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nive other 
Crtizs or Boroucus of the United Kingdom were 4280; the deaths 3039. 
The annual rate of mortality in the week in those Ten large towns was 29 per 
1000 persons living, and greater than in the previous week, when it was 28. 

In Lonnon the births of 1151 boys and 1075 girls, in all 2226 children, were 
registered. In cu. »sponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the average number, 
corrected for inefcase of population, was 2094. 

The number of praTHs was 1508. The corrected average for the tenth week 
of 1855-64, is 1484. The actual return is, therefore, slightly in excess of the 
estimated number. 

Whooping-cough was the most fatal complaint in the zymotic class of diseases ; 
it caused 84 deaths. Typhus was returned in 58 cases, a third part of which 
occurred in the Eastern districts of the metropolis. Both this disease and 
scarlatina appear to be now less prevalent than they were in the earlier weeks of 
the year. Of 41 deaths from scarlatina, 16 occurred in the North districts. 
Sixteen cases of small-pox were recorded. 

In the winter months the weekly deaths from bronchitis much exceeded those 
from phthisis ; last week the latter disease was the more fatal, but the numbers 
were nearly equal. To phthisis were referred 191 deaths, to bronchitis 185, to 
pneumonia 71. 

Five persons were killed by carriage accidents. 

Eleven persons died at the age of 90 years and upwards. Two persons had 
attained the age of 95 years, two 97 years. On the 2d inst., at 21 Lucas-street, 
St. George-in-the-East, the death of a woman was registered, who had reached 
the age of 100 years. 

On the 3d inst. at 40 Devonshire-street, St. George-in-the-East, a female, aged 
38 years, died from disease of the lungs, accelerated by exposure to cold and 
want of proper food. (Jnquest.) 

In’ Liverpool the births were 419, the deaths 342; in Manchester the births 
275, the deaths 214; in Salford the births 82, the deaths 56; in Birmingham 
the births 292, the deaths 173; in Leeds the births 227, the deaths 121; in 
Bristol the births 107, the deaths 94; in Edinburgh the births 132, the deaths 91 ; 
in Glasgow the births 339, the deaths 297; in Dublin the births 181, the deaths 
143. 

The rate of mortality was 26 per 1000 in London, 27 in Edinburgh, and 29 
in Dublin ; 87 in Liverpool, 81 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 28 in Birmingham, 
28 in Leeds, 80 in Bristol, and 37 in Glasgow. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
weck was..29°496 in. The reading rose from 29°05 in. on Monday, to 29°84 in. 
on Thursday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 37°3°, which

is 3°1° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher), The mean daily temperature was below the average throughout 
the week. ‘The highest day temperature was 46°6° and was obtained on 
Sunday.

On five nights the thermometer fell below, or to a point scarcely exceeding the 
freezing point of water. The mean daily range was 10°2°. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 82, complete saturation being represented by 100.

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Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
March 20th, 1865. 

In THE WEEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonvon and Nine other 
Cities or Borovueus of the United Kingdom were 4368; the deaths 2982. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those TEn large towns was 28 per 1000 
persons living, and was less than in the previous week, when it was 29. 

In Lonpon the births of 1185 boys and 1125 girls, in all 2310 children, were 
registered in the week. In corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the average 
number, corrected for increase of population, was 2115. 

The DEATHS in the same time were 1538. The average number for the eleventh 
week in ten years (corrected) is 1499. The actual return shows an excess of 
39 over the calculated number. 

Whooping-cough and typhus were decidedly more fatal than any other com- 
plaint in the zymotic class, and the numbers referred to those diseases were almost 
equal, 88 to the former, 85 to the latter. There were 189 deaths from phthisis, 
and 200 from bronchitis, both numbers being above the respective averages. A 
wire-worker, aged 37 years, received a fatal injury from a waggon in King 
William-street, ‘and died on 6th March in Guy’s Hospital. A horsekeeper, aged 
30 years, was crushed by a horse against a wall, and died in St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital. 

On the 7th inst. at 14 Josephine Villas, Hackney, a female, Queen’s pensioner, 
aged 53 years, died of “‘ exhaustion from want of proper food and nourishment,” 
(Inquest). 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°808 in. The reading rose to 29°93in, on Sunday, and fell to 
29°60in. on Monday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 36'3°, 
which is 5°4° below the average of the same week in 50 years. The mean 
daily temperature was considerably below the average throughout the week. The 
highest day temperature was 44°8°, on Friday. The lowest night temperature 
was 29°5° on Saturday. The thermometer fell on six nights below, or to a 
point little above the freezing point of water. The wind was generally N.N.E, 
till Friday, then E.S.E. No rain. 


WATER SUPPLY OF LONDON, 


Water plays so important a part in the Health of London that it is necessary to 
keep a strict watch over its purity. This can only be done by chemical analysis, : 
which at once detects the presence of foreign matter derived from sewers or other 
foul sources, and which is poured into our rivers. 

The waters of the eight London companies have been analyzed with a most 
salutary effect ever since the last epidemic of cholera; and for this the country is 
indebted to the late Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson, F.R.S., who never failed until 
his death to supply the analysis of the waters of the eight companies monthly, 
without any remuneration for his own services. ‘The Registrar-General feels it to. 
be his duty to-place this fact on record. 

Professor Hofmann has undertaken to conduct the analyses for the future, and 


~ has suggested some extensions in the appended Report. The Registrar-General 
--~ has also received valuable suggestions from Dr. Druitt, President of the Society of 


Health Officers, and from Dr. Letheby, Health Officer of the City of London. 

Rain Water contains little or no solid matter. It is pure. ‘The London waters. 
contain variable quantities of foreign matter: the New River contained 29°60 parts

Sir, 14th March 1865. | 
The first column of this Table contains the amount of solid matter left on 
evaporation and desiccation at 110°—115° C. (230°—240° F.) ; the second column, 
the loss which this solid matter undergoes on incineration ; the third column, lastly, 
the quantity of oxygen required for the oxidation of organic matter. 

The loss by incineration given in the second column, which is generally stated 
to be due to the destruction of organic matter only, represents various other volatile 
substances, such as hygrometric moisture, oxygen from nitrates and nitrites, and 
ammoniacal salts. The amounts of oxygen required for the oxidation of organic 
matter, which are given in the third column, are determined by the quantities of a 
standard solution of permanganate of potassium, decolorized by the same quantity 
of the several waters. To render these determinations more accurate, columns of 
water two feet in depth were submitted to observation. 

The results are recorded in parts pro mille (printed 100,000). When read in 
milligrams the figures referred to 1,000,000 express the quantities contained in 
one kilogram of the several waters.

In THE WEEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nine other 
Cities or Borovueus of the United Kingdom were 8930; the deaths 3091. 
The annual rate of mortality in the week in those Ten large towns was 29 per 
1000 persons living, and greater than in the previous week, when it was 28. 

In Lonnon the births of 1091 boys and 1010 girls, in all 2101 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855~64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 2073. 

The peATHs in London in the same period were 1634. The average number 
for the twelfth week in ten years (corrected) is 1471. The deaths in the present 
return, therefore, exceed by 163 the estimated number. 

From zymotic diseases 299 persons died. Small-pox proved fatal in 10 cases. 
Thirty-four deaths occurred from scarlatina, and 12 from diphtheria. Ninety- 
three children died from whooping-cough, 6 of whom were in the sub-district of 
Tottenham-court. Typhus was not so fatal as in the previous week, the number 
declining from 85 to 58. Seven deaths from fever in the Whitechapel Workhouse 
Mile end New Town were registered. . 

The deaths during the, week from diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive 
of phthisis) were 417. From bronchitis 265 deaths occurred ; 83 persons died 
from pneumonia, and 29 from asthma. Phthisis proved fatal to 160 persons. 

A female, aged 59 years, died on 2d March at Middlesex Hospital, from injuries 
caused by being run over by a vehicle in the street. A labourer, aged 56 years, 
died on 17th March at St. Mary’s Hospital from fractured scull, in consequence 
of falling from a van. <A carman, aged 34 years, died on 21st March at St. Mary’s 
Hospital, from rupture of liver and other injuries caused by being run over by a 
van. The son of a collector, aged 8 years, was killed on 18th March by being 
run over by an omnibus on Holborn-hill. A “ needlewoman, aged 40 years, 
“ died on 17th March at St. Luke’s Workhouse, from effusion on the chest, 
“ accelerated by exposure and destitution.” 

The rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 in London, 83 in Edinburgh, and 33 in 
Dublin ; 85 in Liverpool, 26 in Manchester, 24 in Salford, 28 in Birmingham, 
33 in Leeds, 24 in Bristol, and 81 in Glasgow. ‘The rate in Vienna was 40 per 
1000 during the week ending the 11th inst.. when the temperature was 2°6° 
Fahrenheit, lower than in the same week in London when the rate was 26 per 
1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 369, the deaths 318; in Manchester the births 
240, the deaths 179 ; in Salford the births 101, the deaths 52; in Birmingham the 
births 226, the deaths 174; in Leeds the births 171, the deaths 143; in Bristol 
the births 1038, the deaths 73 ; in Edinburgh the births 115, the deaths 110; in 
Glasgow the births 345, the deaths 249 ; and in Dublin the births 159, the deaths 
159. ‘There were 431 deaths in Vienna during the week ending the.11th inst. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°702in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29:89 in. on 
Tuesday to 29°26 in. by the end of the week. ‘The mean temperature of the air 
in the week was 84°0°, which is 8°2° below the average of the same week in 
50. ae (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 
: jee N 
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45*8° on Wednesday and Thursday. The lowest night temperature was 23°7° on 
Tuesday. The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 22°1°. 
The mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 38°8° ; 
that of the lowest was 87°5°. The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and air temperature was 7°5°. The mean degree of humidity of 
the air was 73, complete saturation being represented by 100. The general 
direction.of the wind was E. and N. 


In the nine other towns of the United Kingdom furnishing Weekly Returns 
the highest temperature was generally experienced on Thursday the 23d, and the 
lowest on Tuesday the 2Ist. The week was remarkable for cold winds with 
numerous showers of rain and snow. A remarkably heavy rain-fall occurred 
during the week in Dublin, when no less a quantity than 2-15 inches was 
measured.

In THE WEEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nine other 
Towns of the United Kingdom were 4264; the deaths 3357. The annual rate 
of mortality in the week in those Tren large towns was 32 per 1000 persons 
living, and was greater than in the previous week, when it was 29. 

In Lonpon the births of 1090 boys and 1076 girls, in all 2166 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 2184. 

The deaths in London in the same period were 1676. ‘The average number for 
the thirteenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1568. The deaths in the present 
return, therefore, exceed by 108 the estimated number. 

Three hundred and forty-two deaths occurred from zymotic diseases. Whooping- 
cough was particularly fatal, and carried off 102 children, 6 of whom were in 
the sub-district of Cripplegate. The Central, South, and East districts show the 
greatest mortality from this disease. Fifty-six persons died from typhus, 34 from 
scarlatina, 11 from diphtheria, 15 from small-pox, and 9 from measles. From 
phthisis 167 persons died. ‘Two hundred and forty-three deaths occurred from 
bronchitis, 118 from pneumonia, and 56 from other diseases of the respiratory 
organs. 

A horse-dealer, aged 64 years, died on 8th March from bronchitis supervening 
on injuries sustained by being run over by a cart. The son of a carpenter, aged 
15 years, died on 18th March at the Metropolitan Free Hospital from injuries 
caused by adray. A porter, aged 389 years, died on 23d March at the London 
Hospital from being run over by an omnibus. The widow of a dock labourer, 
aged 45 years, died on 23d March at 8 New-court, St. Paul, St. George-in-the- 
Kast from “ effusion into the ventricles of the brain, accelerated by cold and 
continued privation.” The widow of a sweep died on 20th March at 5 Chequer- 
alley, Whitecross-street, from ‘bronchitis, accelerated by exposure and want of 
sufficient nourishment.” The widow of a hawker, aged 386 years, died on 
21st March at the Police Station, Bermondsey, from “ congestion of the lungs 
caused by exposure to cold; she was found lying in the street.” A sailor, aged 
50 years, died suddenly on 24th March, at No. 1. shed, London Docks, from 
scurvy. 

The Registrar of Streatham remarks, that “three deaths from scarlatina maligna 
occurred in a family residing in Bedford-row, Streatham in 21 days ; low fever 
has prevailed in the district for some time.” 

The rate of mortality was 29 per 1000 in London, 29 in Edinburgh, and 35 in 
Dublin ; 37 in Liverpool, 49 in Manchester (this rate is calculated on the deaths, 
including a large number of inquests held throughout the quarter but registered 
last week), 21 in Salford, 29 in Birmingham, 82 in Leeds, 29 in Bristol, and 
29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 42 per 1000 during the week ending 
the 18th ult., when the temperature was 1°1° Fahrenheit, lower than in the same 
week in London when the rate was 27 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 400, the deaths 342; in Manchester the births . 
314, the deaths 331; in Salford the births 84, the deaths 44; in Birmingham 
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Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


the births 226, the deaths 185; in Leeds the births 293, the deaths 189; in 
Bristol the births 96, the deaths 90 ; in Edinburgh the births 145, the deaths 96 ; 
in Glasgow the births 3871, the deaths 284; and in Dublin the births 169, the 
deaths 170. ‘There were 448 deaths in Vienna during the weck ending the 


18th ult. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°860 in. ‘The barometrical reading increased from 29°16 in, on 
Sunday, to 30°13 in. on Thursday. The mean temperature of the air in the 
week was 37°6°, which is 6°0° below the average of the same week in 50 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher.) The highest day temperature was 58°7° on 
Friday. The lowest night temperature was 26°4° on Tuesday. The entire 
range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 32°3°. The mean of the 
highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 38°4° ; that of the lowest 
was 388'0°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air 
temperature was 6°3°: The mean degree of humidity of the air was 78, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. ‘The direction of the wind was variable.

IN THE WEEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nine other 
Towns of the United Kingdom were 4067; the deaths 3200, The annual 
rate of mortality in the week in those Ten large towns was 30 per 1000 persons 
living, and less than in the previous week, when it was 32. 

In Lonpon the Brrrus of 1118 boys and 1095 girls, in all 2208 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1996. 

The peAtus in London in the same period were 1680. The average number 
for the fourteenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1422. The deaths in the 
present return exceed by 258 the estimated number. 

Zymotic diseases proved fatal to 320 persons. One hundred and eight children 
died from whooping-cough, 70 deaths occurred from typhus, 11 from small-pox, 
26 from scarlatina, 9 from diphtheria, and 14 from measles. . 

Four hundred and forty-seven deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory 


organs (exclusive of phthisis). Two hundred and fifty-seven persons died from bron- 


chitis, 121 from pneumonia, and 28 from asthma. From phthisis 187 persons died. 
Diseases of the heart proved fatal to 60 persons, and 201 deaths occurred from 
diseases of the brain. The daughter of a miller, aged one year, died on 7th April 
at the London Hospital from injuries sustained by being run over by a van. 

The rate of mortality was 29 per 1000 in London, 35 in Edinburgh, and 25 in 
Dublin ; 37 in Liverpool, 30 in Manchester, 24 in Salford, 24 in Birmingham, 
30 in Leeds, 28 in Bristol, and 36 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 89 per 
1000 during the week ending the 25th ultimo ; the temperature was 10°1° Fahren- 
heit lower than in the same week in London when the rate was 28 per 1000. 

In cities where the causes of death are not registered regularly and published 
weekly, certain diseases acquire a character of violence before their prevalence is 
known, and as the governments themselves have no machinery for procuring 
accurate information, the vague, contradictory reports from unauthentic sources 
create alarm all over Europe. St. Petersburgh is still in this condition ; unlike 
London and Vienna, it has no weekly tables ; but this evil is likely to be remedied 
ere long, as Russia has taken an active part at the Statistical Congresses, and 
the matter is under consideration: its government too is directing its attention 
to the health of the people. 

In the meantime there is no trace of any new disease in English cities ; but 
the mortality has been high; fever in its various forms is still fatal to considerable 
numbers, for no means are taken in many places to carry out effectual sanitary 
measures. Great waterworks and great drains appeal to the imagination, but 
they are of no more use than the pyramids of Egypt in preventing pestilences, unless 
they carry sweet water into all the people’s dwellings, and remove from our cities 
every impurity back to the land by which it is required. Houses are crowded to 
an inconceivable extent, and the lodgings of the workmen in our large towns 
destroy their health. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean temperature of the air in the 
week was 48°9°, which is 8°7° above the average of the same week in 
50 years. The highest day temperature was 71°5° on Saturday. The lowest 
night temperature was 31°9° on Sunday.

Royal College of Chemistry, 
Sir, 8th April 1865. 

The first column of this Table contains the amount of solid matter left on 
evaporation and desiccation at 110°—115° C. (230°—240° F.) ; the second column, 
the loss which this solid matter undergoes on incineration ; the third column, lastly, 
the quantity of oxygen required for the oxidation of organic matter. 

The loss by incineration given in the second column, which is generally stated 
to be due to the destruction of organic matter only, represents also several volatile 
inorganic substances, such as ammoniacal salts, nitrites, and nitrates, which, 
when strongly heated, are more or less decomposed. Loss by incineration is 
therefore no measure of the organic impurity of water, since it may partly arise 
from the volatilisation of the harmless products of the transformation of vegetal 
and animal nitrogenous substances. To obtain an approximate indication of the 
amount of oxidizable organic matter which remains, there are given in column 3. 
the quantities of oxygen which this residuary organic matter requires for oxidation. 
These quantities were determined by the volumes of a standard solution of per- 
manganate of potassium, decolorized by the same quantity of the several waters. 
To render these determinations more accurate, columns of water two feet in depth | 
were submitted to observation. It deserves, however, to be mentioned that in , 
exceptional cases mineral matters, such as sulphuretted hydrogen and protosalts of 
iron, may be present in waters, which are likewise oxidized by permanganate 
of potassium. 

The results are recorded in 100,000 parts. By moving the decimal point one 
place to the right the above figures express in milligrams the quantities contained 
in one kilogram of the several waters.

IN THE WEEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nrye other 
Towns of the United Kingdom were 3810; the deaths 2927. The annual rate 
of mortality in the week in those TEN large towns was 27 per 1000. persons 
living, and was less than in the previous week, when it was 30. 

In Lonpon the births of 1086 boys and 987 girls, in all 1973 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 2074. 

“The peatus in Lonpon in the same period were 1533. The average number 
for the fifteenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1412. There is an excess, in 
the present return, of 121 deaths over the estimated number. 

Whooping-cough was the most fatal in the list of zymotic diseases ; it carried 
off 92 children, about two thirds of whom were under two years of age. Seventy- 
two deaths by typhus were recorded, 46 by scarlatina and diphtheria, 16 by 
measles, and 14 by small-pox. There were 224 deaths from bronchitis, and 99 
from pneumonia; the respective averages being 155 and 98. Bronchitis is very 
fatal, for this period of the year. 

The following carriage accidents occurred :— 

A carman, aged 50 years, was killed by falling from his van. 

A boy, aged 13 years, was run over by a van at St. Luke’s. 

And a labourer, aged 54 years, fell from a waggon at London Wall. 

On the 17th March at the Workhouse Bethnal-green, a sawyer, aged 53 years, 
died from disease of the lungs accelerated by the want of proper nourishment and 
warmth. (Inquest.) | 

On the 12th inst. a child died at 1 Skinner’s-court, Greenwich, of scarlatina. 
The Registrar states that three deaths from fever occurred recently in the same 
room, which is described as in a wretched condition. 

The rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1000 in London, 27 in Edinburgh, 
and 26 in Dublin ; 34 in Liverpool, 27 in Nachadtee: 28 in Salford, 25 in Bir- 
mingham, 24 in Leeds, 22 in Bristol, and 32 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 28 per 1000 during the week ending the Ist inst., when the temperature 
was 3°8° Fahrenheit lower, than in the same week in London where the rate was

In Liverpool the births were 310, the deaths 808 ; in Manchester the births

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset Touse, 
April 24th, 1865. 
IN THE WEEK that ended last Saturday the births in Lonpon and Nive other 
LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 4048; the deaths 2872. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those 'TeN towns was 27 per 1000 persons 
living, the same rate that prevailed in the previous week. 


In Lonpon the births of 1076 boys and 1058 girls, in all 2134 children, weré 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 2055. 


The pEeAtus in London in the same period were 1496. The average number 
for the sixteenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1332. The deaths in the 
present return exceed by 164 the estimated number. 


Two hundred and ninety-four deaths were caused by zymotic diseases. Eighty- 
nine children died from whooping-cough. Sixty-five deaths occured from typhus, 
13 from small-pox, 29 from scarlatina, 8 from diphtheria, and 15 from measles. 


Three hundred and thirty-eight persons died from diseases of the respiratory 
organs (exclusive of phthisis), the corrected average number being 250. Bron- 
chitis proved fatal to 190 persons, and 108 deaths occurred from pneumonia. 
Phthisis caused 181 deaths. One hundred and seventy-seven deaths from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system, and 70 from diseases of the heart were 
recorded. 


The following fatal carriage accidents occurred :-— 

A tinman, aged 45 years, was run over by a van at Holloway whilst in a fit. 
The daughter of a brass finisher, aged 3 years, was run over by a Pickford’s van 
in St. Luke’s. The son of a felt maker, aged 5 years, was run over at Bow. The 
son of a dentist, aged 7 years, was run over by a cart in Albert-road, Pancras. 
The son of a labourer, aged 7 years, was run over by a vehicle at Newington. 


A brass finisher, aged 39 years, committed suicide by taking cyanide of 
potassium. 

A shoemaker, aged 46 years, died at 1 Zinc-place, James-street, Kennington, of 
« low fever from want.” 


The rate of mortality last week was 26 per 1000 in ahaa, 25 in Edinburgh, 
and 25 in Dublin ; 30 in Liverpool, 82 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 23 in Bite 
mingham, 28 in Leeds, 20 in Bristol, and 34 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna 
was 42 per 1000 during the week ending the 8th inst., when the temperature 
was 4°3° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where the rate was 
29 per 1000. 


In Liverpool the births were 332, the deaths 270; in Manchester the births 
271, the deaths 215; in Salford the births 77, the deaths 55; in Birmingham 
the births 284, the deaths 142; in Leeds the births 158, the deaths 119; in 
Bristol the births 98, the deaths 68 ; in Edinburgh the births 121, the deaths 'B5

in Glasgow the births 415, the deaths 275; and in Dublin the births 163, the 
deaths 152. There were 454 deaths in Vienna during the week ending the 
8th inst. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°930in. The barometrical reading decreased from 30-5 in. at the 
beginning of the week to 29°75in. on Tuesday. The mean temperature of the 
air in the week was 56‘0°, which is 9°6° above the average of the same day in 
50. years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 
76°7° on Saturday. The lowest night temperature was 39°2° on Sunday. The 
entire range of temperature in the week was therefore 37°5°.. The mean of the 
highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 56°8° ; that of the lowest 
was 55°8°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air 
temperature was 7°6°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 76, com- 
plete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of O°13in. 
The general direction of the wind was N.N.E.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday April 29th the births in Lonpon and 
Nine other Lance Towns of the United Kingdom were 4162 ; the deaths 2687. 
The annual rate of mortality in the week in those TEN towns was 25 per 1000 
persons living, and was lower than in the two previous wecks, in each of which it 
was 27. 

In Lonpon the births of 1140 boys and 1065 girls, in all 2205 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 2013. 

The DEATHS in Lonpon in the same period were 1344. The average number 
for the seventeenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1332. ‘The deaths in the 
present return slightly exceed the estimated number. 

From zymotic diseases in the aggregate the deaths were 270. Seventy-nine 
children died from whooping-cough. Fifty-five deaths occurred from typhus, 9 from 
small-pox, 21 from scarlatina, 4 from diphtheria, and 11 from measles. 

In the sub-district of St. Paul, St. George-in-the-East, 16 deaths were registered. 
Of this number, 4 deaths occurred from fever, 4 from whooping-cough, one from 
diarrhcea, and one from scarlatina. An inquest was held on the daughter of a 
gunmaker, aged 7 years, who died at 59 Sutton-street of “effusion into pericardium, 
resulting from malignant fever ; there was no medical attendance, and the room 
was filthy and unwholesome.” 

Two hundred and thirty-nine deaths occurred from diseases of respiratory 
organs (exclusive of phthisis) ; in the previous week the number was 338. One 
hundred and nineteen persons died from bronchitis, 86 from pneumonia, 181 from 
phthisis, 161 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 50 from diseases 
of the heart. 

The following fatal carriage accidents occurred :— 

A. wholesale tea dealer, aged GO years, was run over by a cab in Lombard-street. 
A corn chandler, aged 50 years, fell from a cart at Plumstead. ‘The son of a 
potman, aged 5 years, was run over by a brewers dray in Martha-street, Camber- 
well. The son of a cork cutter, aged 7 years, was run over by a brewers dray. 
The son of a labourer, aged 2 years, was run over by an omnibus. 

The rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edinburgh, 


and 28 in Dublin ; 30 in Liverpool, 27 in Manchester, 22 in Salford, 22 in Bir- 


mingham, 29 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, and 31 in Glasgow. ‘The rate in Vienna 


was 88 per 1000 during the week ending the 15th ult., when the temperature 


was 2°1° Fahrenheit higher, than in the same week in London where the rate was 
27 per 1000. — . 

In Liverpool the births were 432, the deaths 274 ; in Manchester the births 
266, the deaths 185; in Salford the births 83, the deaths 46 ; in Birmingham the 


‘births 224, the deaths 136; in Leeds the births 170, the deaths 126; in Bristol 


the births 92, the deaths 64; in Edinburgh the births 104, the deaths 94; in 
Glasgow the births 389, the deaths 249 ; and in Dublin the births 197, the deaths 
169. There were 412 deaths in Vienna during the weck ending the 1dth ult.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 


the week was 29°967 in. ‘The barometrical reading decreased from 30°12 in. on 
Monday to 29°79 in. on Friday. ‘The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 54°2°, which is 6°2° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher.) The highest day temperature was 81°5°, on 
Thursday. The lowest night temperature was 36°'1° on Tuesday. The entire 
range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 45°4°. The mean of the highest 
temperatures of the water of the Thames was 58°9°; that of the lowest was 
57°8°. The difference between the mean dew-point temper ature and air tempera- 
ture was 10°2°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 69, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The direction of the wind was variable. 
The high temperature on Thursday, 81°5°, is very remarkable ; it is higher than 
any on record in the month of April. In April 1859 the temperature was as high 
as 79, the highest up to the present time observed. This high temperature was 
not experienced at places whose latitudes exceeded 53°; for instance, at Birmingham 
it was 73°, at Wakefield 63°, at Manchester 56°, and at Liverpool 55° only. The 
range of temperature in Southern places on this day was from 30° to 40°, whilst 


at Manchester it was 13° only, and at Liverpool 10° only.

with the diseases of the organs affected. Cases of “neglect”? and “cold,” except when the result of “ privation ” 
(Class 1.; 3; 1), are placed under deaths by “accident or negligence (V.;1;7.). As “stricture of the urethra” is 
almost invariably the result of gonorrhoea it is classed as I.; 2; 2. .

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday May 6th the births in Lonpon and Ten 
other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 4044 ; the deaths 2626. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELtrven towns was 24 per 1000 
persons living, less than the rate that prevailed in the previous week. Hull 
appears for the first time. 


In Lonpon the births of 1006 boys and 1068 girls, in all 2074 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 2024. ; 


The pEATHs in London in the same period were 1236. The average number 
for the eighteenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1317. The deaths in the 
present return are less by 81 than the estimated number. 

Two hundred and fifteen deaths occurred from zymotic diseases ; of these 19 
were caused by small-pox, 9 by measles, 24 by scarlatina, 4 by diphtheria, 55 by 
whooping-cough, and 43 by typhus. ‘here is a general decline of zymotic disease. 

A carman, aged 56 years, died at St. Thomas’s Hospital, from injuries caused by 
a cart passing over him. ‘The son of a carman, aged 6 years, died at 2 Under- 
wood-street, Shoreditch, from tetanus supervening on injury to his face, caused by 
falling from a wagonette. 

The rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 27 in Edinburgh, 
and 25 in Dublin ; 34 in Liverpool, 28 in Manchester, 21 in Salford, 23 in Bir- 
mingham, 27 in Leeds, 20 in Bristol, 21 in Hull, and 30 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 42 per 1000 during the week ending the 22d ult., when the 
temperature was °4° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 26 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 381, the deaths 306; in Manchester the births 
244, the deaths 190; in Salford the births 72, the deaths 44; in Birmingham 
the births 225, the deaths 145; in Leeds the births 183, the deaths 118; in 
Bristol the births 112, the deaths 62; in Hull the births 79, the deaths 42; in 
Edinburgh the births 118, the deaths 89 ; in Glasgow the births 378, the deaths 
243; and in Dublin the births 178, the deaths 151. ‘There were 447 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 22d ult. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°760in. The barometrical reading increased from 29°53in. on 


Friday to 29°90 in. at the end of the week. The mean temperature of the air in 


the week was 54:1°, which is 3°5° above the average of the same week in 
50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 
74°0° on Friday. The lowest night temperature was 31°4° on Monday. The 
entire range of temperature in the week was therefore 42°6°. The mean of the 
highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 58°7° ; that of the lowest 
was 57°3°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air 
temperature was 9°8°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 70, com- 
plete saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind 
was 8.W. 


There is a marked improvement in the London waters since their analysis has 
been resumed. In 100°000 lbs. of water the solid matter was 33°79 lbs. in 
February, 32°16 lbs. in March, and 28°89 lbs. in April: the decrease in organic,

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday May 13th the births in Lonpon and 
Ten other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 3967 ; the deaths 2453. 
The annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELEVEN towns was 22 per 1000 
persons living, and was lower than in the two previous weeks, when the rates were 
25 and 24 respectively. 

In Lonpon the births of 1008 boys and 991 girls, in all 1999 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1971. 

The ppatus in Lonpon in the same period were 1167. The average number 
for the nineteenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1806, The deaths in the 
present return are less by 139 than the average number. 

This is the healthiest season of the year in London, and the mortality in May is 
generally low. The actual mortality in the two last weeks is much below the 
low average. If the London Boards put the great sewers in communication with 
every house, and if every family get a supply of pure water from the companies, 
while the population itself does its duty in promoting cleanliness of person, house, 
and street, the mortality in summers to come will not be excessive. 

Two hundred and thirty-two persons died from zymotic diseases, the corrected 
average number being 295. Eight deaths occurred from small-pox, 18 from 
measles, 22 from scarlatina, 5 from diphtheria, 57 from whooping-cough, and 
49 from typhus. 

Phthisis proved fatal to 151 persons, 96 deaths occurred from bronchitis, 54 from 
pneumonia, and 67 from diseases of the heart. 

A commercial traveller died at Atherton-terrace, Islington, from fracture of the 
skull, caused by his being thrown from a phacton. 

The son of a publisher’s assistant, aged 11 years, died on the 8th May at 
Deans-court, Old Bailey, from hydrophobia, having been bitten by a dog in 
Holborn about three months previously. A female, aged 22 years, employed at 
lead works, Limehouse, died on the 5th May at 4 Garden-place, Bere-street, 
Stepney, from lead colic. A chemical labourer, aged 52 years, died on the 
llth May at Lombard-road, Battersea, from lead poisoning. A painter, aged 
26 years, died on the 7th May at 2 Church-street, Chelsea, from lead colic. <A tool 
dealer, aged 60 years, was found dead on the 26th April, at 20 Lamb-gardens, 
Bethnal-green, from disease of lungs, accelerated by privation. 

The rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 24 in Edinburgh, 
and 22 in Dublin ; 31 in Liverpool, 27 in Manchester, 19 in Salford, 18 in Bir- 
mingham, 23 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, 25 in Hull, and 29 in Glasgow. ‘The rate 
in Vienna was 39 per 1000 during the week ending the 29th ult., when the 
temperature was 3°7° Fahrenheit higher, than in the same week in London where 
the rate was 23 per 1000. / | 

In Liverpool the births were 374, the deaths 281; in Manchester the births 
221, the deaths 182 ; in Salford the births 75, the deaths 40; in Birmingham the 
births 253, the deaths 115; in Leeds the births 218, the deaths 99; in Bristol 
the births 108, the deaths 65; in Hull the births 73, the deaths 50; in Edin- 
burgh the births 144, the deaths 80; in Glasgow the births 357, the deaths 288 ; 
and in Dublin the births 145, the deaths 186. There were 420 deaths in Vienna 
during the weck ending the 29th ult.

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At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°639 in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°90 in. at 
the beginning of the week to 29°35 on Wednesday. The mean temperature of 
the air in the week was 50°7°, which is 0°7° below the average of the same 
week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher.) The highest day temperature 
was 70°0°, on Tuesday. ‘The lowest night temperature was 38°9° on Monday. 
The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 31°1°. The mean 
of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 59°3°; that of the 
lowest was 58°2°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and 
air temperature was 5°0°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 84, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 2°69 in., 
which is equivalent to a fall of 272 tons of rain per acre. The direction of the 
wind was variable.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday May 20th the births in Lonpon and TEN 
other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 4364; the deaths 2542. Tho 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELeven towns was 23 per 1000 
persons living, slightly higher than the rate that prevailed in the previous week. 


In Lonpon the births of 1083 boys and 1109 girls, in all 2192 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1917. 


The pratHs in Lonpon’ in the same period were 1168, a number almost 
identical with that in the previous week (1167). The average number for the 
twentieth week in ten years (corrected) is 1268. The deaths in the present 
return are less by 100 than the estimated amount. 


Zymotic diseases proved fatal to 258 persons. Twelve deaths occurred from 
small-pox, 12 from measles, 24 from scarlatina, 7 from diphtheria, 60 from whooping- 
cough, and 43 from typhus. 

One hundred and ninety-eight persons died from phthisis, 94 from bronchitis, 
48 from pneumonia, 48 from diseases of the heart, and 145 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

A carter, aged 19 years, died on the 2d of May at St. George’s Hospital from 
having been run over by a cart. An engineer’s turner, aged 29 years, died on the 
5th of May at St. Thomas’s Hospital, from having been run over by an omnibus. 
A tobacco manufacturer, aged 68 years, died on the 13th of May at St. Barthc- 
lomew’s Hospital, from compound fractures of both legs, caused by an omnibis 
passing over him in Skinner-street, Holborn. 

The widow of a clergyman died at Burton-crescent, St. Pancras, at the age (as 
stated) of 104 years. 

The rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 24 in Edinburgh, 
and 25 in Dublin ; 31 in Liverpool, 30 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 17 in Bir- 
mingham, 28 in Leeds, 17 in Bristol, 28 in Hull, and 82 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 41 per 1000 during the week ending the 6th inst., when the 
temperature was 1°1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 21 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 385, the deaths 288 ; in Manchester the births 
286, the deaths 202; in Salford the births 89, the deaths 60; in Birmingham 
the births 297, the deaths 109; in Leeds the births 252, the deaths 120; in 
Bristol the births 102, the deaths 53; in Hull the births 86, the deaths 55; in 
Edinburgh the births 119, the deaths 81; in Glasgow the births 355, the deaths 
258; and in Dublin the births 201, the deaths 153. There were 444 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the Gth inst. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°85lin. The barometrical reading increased from 29°45in. on 
Monday to 30°22 in. on Saturday. ‘The mean temperature of the air in the week 
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was 53‘7°, which is 1°1° above the average of the same week in 50 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 72°8° on 
Friday and Saturday. The lowest night temperature was 39°2° on Tuesday. 
The entire range of temperature in the week was therefore 33°6°. The mean of 
the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 58°1°; that of the 
lowest was 56°9°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and 
air temperature was 9°0°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 73, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 
0-16in., which is equivalent to a fall of 16 tons of rain per acre. The general 
direction of the wind was south-west. At Glasgow rain fell to the amount of 
0°47in., = 47 tons of rain per acre. At Leeds the rain-fall was only 0°04in., 
= 4 tons of rain per acre.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
May 29th, 1865. 

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday May 27th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other tarae Towns of the United Kingdom were 3794 ; the 
deaths registered 2527. The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 persons 
living, corresponding exactly with the rate that prevailed in the previous week. 

In Lonvon the births of 950 boys and 926 girls, in all 1876 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1973. 

The pratus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1249. The average 
number for the corresponding week in ten years (corrected) is 1248. The deaths 
in the present return slightly exceed the estimated amount. 

Two hundred and fifty-four deaths from zymotic diseases were registered. 
Seven deaths occurred from small-pox, 16 from measles, 34 from scarlatina, and 
52 from typhus. 

The mortality from whooping-cough, bronchitis, and pneumonia has, under the 
influence of a higher temperature, much decreased. In the week that ended on 
Saturday the 8th of April, 108 deaths from whooping-cough, 257 from bronchitis, 
and 121 from pneumonia were registered, the mean temperature of the air being 
48:9°. Inthe week that ended on Saturday last 56 fatal cases of whooping-cough 
were registered. Ninety-four deaths occurred from bronchitis, and 44 from pneu- 
monia, the mean temperature was 61°7°. But while during the summer months 
the population enjoys comparative immunity from some diseases affecting the 
respiratory organs, diarrhoea swells the totals of the weekly returns of deaths. 
Twenty-seven deaths from this disease were registered last week, in the week that 
ended on the 25th of March only 7 deaths occurred from it. Diarrhoa is to a 
great extent a preventible disease, and with the appliances of science properly 
exercised, and a better knowledge of the conditions necessary to preserve health 
diffused among the people, it should not assume a formidable aspect. 

The son of a hairdresser, aged 13 years, died on the 19th of May at the 
Ophthalmic Hospital, Bloomfield-street, City, from syncope, while under the 
influence of chloroform. A journeyman cooper, aged 27 years, died of idiopathic 
tetanus, 10 days, at Stoke Newington. 

The following fatal carriage accidents were registered :— 

A widow, aged 80 years, was run over by a van in the Farringdon-road. A cork- 
cutter, aged 72 years, was run over by a cart. A gardener, aged 73 years was 
run over by a vehicle. A laborer, aged 25 years, was run over by a cart in the 
Dover-road. A carter, aged 34 years, wasrun over by a waggon at New Cross. 


The rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 24 in Edinburgh, 
and 20 in Dublin ; 29 in Liverpool, 29 in Manchester, 20 in Salford, 18 in Bir- 
mingham, 27 in Leeds, 22 in Bristol, 19 in Hull, and 29 in Glasgow. ‘The rate 
in Vienna was 42 per 1000 during the week ending the 13th thst.

‘The mean temperature of 
the air in the week was 61°7°, which is 7°1° above the average of the same 
week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher.) The highest day temperature 
was 78°5°, on Sunday. The lowest night temperature was 42°3° on Friday. 


The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 36°2°.

of the highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 62°6°; that of the 


lowest was 61°3°. 


The mean degree of humidity of the air was 72, complete 


saturation being represented by 100. Jain fell to the amount of 1°35 in. (equivalent 
to a fall of 136 tons of rain per acre), of which 1°03 in. fell on Tuesday when a 
severe thunder storm occurred. The lightning conductor at the Royal Observatory 
was struck by the electric fluid and by receiving the current saved the Observatory. 
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The general direction of the wind was 8.W.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday June 3d the births in Lonpon and TEN 
other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 3839; the deaths 2542. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELEvEN towns was 23 per 1000 
persons living. 


In Lonpon the sirtus of 969 boys and 891 girls, in all 1860 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1871. 


The pratus registered in Lonpon were 1187. The average number for the 
twenty-second, that is the corresponding week in ten years corrected for increase 
of population, is 1183. There is a very close agreement, therefore, between the 
actual result and that obtained by calculation. 

The mortality from diarrhcea increases, as is usual with that disease under 
summer heat ; but the increase is not rapid ; the deaths from it in the last four 
weeks having been 22, 25, 27, and 38. Its development assumes more formidable 
dimensions at a more advanced period of the summer ; but at any time it may 
be controlled by due regard to the wholesome condition of houses and localities, 
and by the judicious management of young children, to whom the complaint is 
chiefly fatal, The deaths from typhus in the week were 44. This disease has 
been less fatal since April. 

The following fatal carriage accidents were registered in the week :— 

A labourer, aged 63 years, was killed by a waggon at Southend, Eltham. 

On 26th May, a labourer’s widow, aged 65, died in St. Thomas’ Hospital from 
_ injury by a waggon. , 

On 12th May, in London Hospital, the daughter of a wine cooper, aged 4 years, 
from the same cause. 

A man was poisoned by bad mackerel ; ‘2 woman was burnt by her crinoline 
taking fire; and a labourer died on the 24th ult. in St. Thomas’ Hospital, after 
three days’ illness, from hydrophobia caused by the bite of a dog. 

The rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edinburgh, 
and 28 in Dublin ; 28 in Liverpool, 30 in Manchester, 20 in Salford, 20 in Bir- 
mingham, 24 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, 21 in Hull, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 89 per 1000 during the week ending the 20th ult., when the 
temperature was 10° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 21 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 380, the deaths 252 ; in Manchester the births 
232, the deaths 206; in Salford the births 82, the deaths 43; in Birmingham 
the births 239, the deaths 126; in Leeds the births 144, the deaths 104; in 
Bristol the births 110, the deaths 64; in Hull the births 78, the deaths 42; in 
Edinburgh the births 128, the deaths 94; in Glasgow the births 375, the deaths 
255; and in Dublin the births 211, the deaths 169. There were 415 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 20th ult.

rose to'29°90in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 58°3°, which is 1°7° above the average of the same week in 50 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 73°8°, and 
occurred on Monday. The lowest night temperature was 47°2°, and occurred 
on Thursday. The range of the week was, therefore, 26°6°. The mean of the 
highest temperatures of the water of the Thames was 64°7°; that of the 
lowest was 63°4°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 76, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. On Tuesday the humidity was as low as 
55, The wind blew generally from the south-west. The rain-fall was 1-11 in., 
nearly all of which occurred on Thursday and Friday.

Newineron; St. Mary.—At St. Thomas’s Hospital, from Melton-place, Wandsworth-road, on 
24th May, a labourer, aged 42 years, “ hydrophobia, bitten by a dog (3 days).” (Inquest.)

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday June 10th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other Larce Towns of the United Kingdom were 3876 ; the 
deaths registered 2637. The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonpon the births of 1008 boys and 948 girls, in all 1956 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1920. 


The pEAtTuHs registered in Lonpon during the week were 1289. The average 
number for the twenty-third week, viz., the corresponding week in ten years 
1855-64 is, with a correction for increase of population, 1174. The 2 ie return 
exhibits an excess of 115 deaths over the estimated number. 

The deaths show an increase on those of the two previous weeks, in which the 
numbers were successively 1249 and 1187. Diarrhcea increases, but by slow 
degrees; the cases returned as fatal in the last three wecks having been 27, .38, 
and 44. 

A man, aged 34 years, was fatally wounded on the head by the spur of a game- 
cock. A young man died of hydrophobia in Westminster Hospital from ae 
been bitten by a dog about nine weeks previously. 


The following fatal carriage accidents were registered in the week ; there were 
~ seven :— 

On 6th June, in the Royal Free Hospital, a railway porter, aged 22 years, died 
from injury by a van. 

On 6th June, in the same hospital, the wife of a house paintcr, aged 35 years, 
by a cart. 

On the 31st ult. the daughter of a costermonger, aged 3 years, by a dray, in 
York-street, Walworth. 

On 7th June, the son of a butcher, aged 5 years, by a van in Whitechapel- 
road. 

On the 38lst ult. in King’s College Hospital, the daughter of a labourer, aged 
2 years, by a cart in Little Wyld-strect. 

On the 8d June, in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, a labourer, aged 63 years, by a 
cart at Lambeth. 

On the 5th June, in the same hospital, a brewer’s servant, aged 45 years, by a 
dray at the Poultry. 


The rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 28. i Ce 
and 25 in Dublin ; 34 in Liverpool, 25 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 15 in Bir- 
mingham, 24 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, 23 in Hull, and 31 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 40 per 1000 during the week ending the 27th ult., when the 
temperature was 4°1° Fahrenheit hig! nes than in the same week in London where 
the rate was 22 per 1000.

and in Dublin the births 152, the deaths 155. There were 425 deaths in Vienna 
during the week ending the 27th ult. 
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78 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 30°167 in. The mean daily reading was above 30in. on the first 
six days. The reading of the barometer was 29°90 in. on Sunday morning, and 
rose to 30°36 in. on Thursday. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 63°6°, which is 6°3° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was above the average 
throughout the week; the excess was greatest on Tuesday and Friday. The 
wind was variable, but south-west and north-west were the prevailing directions. 
There was no rain. The lowest night temperature occurred on Monday, and 
was 50°9°. The highest day temperature was 82°, and oceurred on Friday. The 
range in the week was, therefore, 31°1°. The mean daily range was 23°5°. 
The highest reading of a thermometer in the sun was 136°2° on T hursday. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 71, complete saturation being represented 
by 100.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday June 17th the births in Lonpon and Trn 
other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 4149 ; the deaths 2477. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELeven towns was 23 per 1000 
persons living. 

In Lonpon the birtus of 1028 boys and 9865 girls, in all 2013 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1870. 

The pEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1204. The average 
number for the twenty-fourth week of the year, viz., the corresponding week in 
ten years 1855-64 is, with a correction for increase of population, 1196. There 
is a very close agreement, therefore, between the actual return and the estimated 
number. 

The deaths from diarrhcea rose to 938, which is more than double the number 
returned in the preceding week. ‘Those from typhus were also more numerous; 
they were 55, the deaths from that disease in the two previous weeks having been 
44 and 38. Four deaths from typhus occurred in the Whitechapel. Workhouse, 
Mile-end New Town. ‘Twenty-two out of the 55 deaths were in the East districts. 

Six fatal carriage accidents were registered in the weck, as follows :— 

In Islington, a woman, aged 65 years, a coffee-stall keeper, was run over. 

A Greenwich pensioner, aged 80 years, was run over (blind). 

In Hackney-road, the son of a hawker, aged 7 years, was run over. 

A cellarman, aged 20 years, by a van in Newington Causeway. Ile died in Guy’s 
Hospital. 

In Islington, a woman, aged 42 years, by a van. 

A. weaver, aged 66 years, was run over by a fire-engine in the Hackney-road ; died in the 
London Hospital. 

The rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 24 in Edinburgh, 
and 20 in Dublin ; 29 in Liverpool, 25 in Manchester, 29 in Salford, 20 in Bir- 
mingham, 27 in Leeds, 20 in Bristol, 21 in Hull, and 27 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 37 per 1000 during the week ending the 38d inst., when the 
temperature was 11-1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 21 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 402, the deaths 267; in Manchester the births 
286, the deaths 173; in Salford the births 129, the deaths 62; in Birmingham 
the births 229, the deaths 126; in Leeds the births 187, the deaths 116; in 
Bristol the births 111, the deaths 63; in Hull the births 105, the deaths 42; in 
Edinburgh the births 148, the deaths 79; in Glasgow the births 361, the deaths 
222; and in Dublin the births 1838, the deaths 123. There were 396 deaths in = 
Vienna during the week ending the 3d inst. 











At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°220in. The mean daily reading was above 80in. throughout the 
week. The mean daily reading has been above 30 in. since the 3d inst, except on 
Saturday the 10th. The reading was 29°94 in. on Sunday, and rose to 80°29 in. on 
the following day. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 57°8°, which 
is 1° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The mean degree of humidity of the air was 70, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. ‘The general direction of the wind was 
north, or north-north-east. There was no rain.

The first column of this Table contains the amount of solid matter left on 
evaporation and desiccation at 110°—115° C. (230°—240° F.) ; the second column, 
the loss which this solid matter undergoes on incineration ; the third column, lastly, 
the quantity of oxygen required for the oxidation of the organic matter. 

The loss by incineration given in the second column, which is generally stated 
to be due to the destruction of organic matter only, represents also several volatile 
inorganic substances, such as ammoniacal salts, and nitrates and nitrites, which, when 
strongly heated, are more or less decomposed. Loss by incineration is therefore 
not an exact measure of the organic impurity of water, since it may partly arise 
from the volatilisation of the harmless products of the transformation of vegetal 
and animal nitrogenous substances. To obtain an approximate indication of the 
amount of oxidizable organic matter which remains, there are given in column 3. 
the quantities of oxygen which this residuary organic matter requires for oxidation. 
These quantities were determined by the volumes of a standard solution of per- 
manganate of potassium, decolorized by the same quantity of the several waters. 
‘Lo render these determinations more accurate, columns of water two feet in depth 
were submitted to observation. It deserves, however, to be mentioned that in 
exceptional cases mineral matters, such as sulphuretted hydrogen and protosalts of 
iron, may be present in waters, which are likewise oxidized by permanganate 
of potassium. 

The results are recorded in 100,000 parts. By moving the decimal point one 
place to the right the above figures express in milligrams the quantities contained 
in one kilogram of the several waters.

' Lonpon and Ten other rarGe Towns of the United Kingdom were 4000; the 
deaths registered 2674. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons 
living. 

Tn Lonpon the births of 1022 boys and 927 girls, in all 1949 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average nuynber, corrected for increase of population, was 1930. 

The pwaTus registered in Lonpon during the week are 1359; and in con- 
sequence of an increased mortality of children they exhibit a considerable increase 

i] on those of previous weeks. The average number for the twenty-fifth week of 
the year, viz., the. corresponding week in ten years 1855-64 is, with a correction 
for increase of population, 1177. The excess above the corrected average, which 
the present return discloses, is 182. 

The deaths from diarrhoea in London rose to 187, a number which is double 
that of the previous week. In the last three weeks this complaint was fatal in 

44, 93, and 187 cases successively. It appears to be exceedingly common in 

5 Islington, where 22 deaths from it were registered in the week. ‘There were 6 in

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday July Ist the births in Lonpow and Tren 
‘other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 4146°; the deaths 2881. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELEveNn towns was 26.per 1000 | 
persons living. | 

In Lonpon the spirtus of 1004 boys and 965 girls, in all 1969 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1965. 
~The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week are 1455. The week is 
the twenty-sixth of the year, and the average number for that week in ten years 
(1855-64) is, with a correction for increase of population, 1242. The actual 
number exceeds the estimated mortality by 213. 

In the last three weeks the deaths were, successively, 1204, 1359, and .1455. 
The inerease arose in the deaths of young persons, for in the same periods the 
- deaths that occurred under 20 years of age were 602, 769, and 835. The deaths 
from diarrhea in those three weeks were 93, 187, and 184. Of these 184 cases, 
154 occurred to children in their first year, 20 to those one year old and less than 
two years, none occurred at two or three years of age, one at four years, one at ten, 
one at forty and under sixty years, and seven at sixty years and upwards. 

There were 27 deaths from diarrhea in the West districts, 48 in the North 
districts, 21 in the Central, 55 in. the East, and 33 in the South districts ; namely, 
those on the south side of the River. It will be observed, that though the popu- 
lation of the North or East districts is less than that of the South, the deaths 
from diarrhoea were more numerous in the two first-mentioned divisions than in 
the last. The complaint was fatal in 19 cases in Islington, in 16 in Pancras, in 
8 in Mile-end Old Town, and 8 in Poplar. :

A lad, aged 16 years, died from an ear of corn introduced into his right lung. 


The rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 25 in Edinburgh, 
and. 21 in Dublin ; 30 in Liverpool, 86 in Manchester, 36 in Salford, 18 in Bir- 
mingham, 382 in Leeds, 24 in Bristol, 26 in Hull, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 39 per 1000 during the week ending the 17th ult., when the 
temperature was 1+0° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 21 per 1000.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday July 8th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other Large Towns of the United Kingdom were 3618 ; the 
deaths registered 3022. The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonpon the births of 1005 boys and 988 girls, in all 1993 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1827. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1536. The average 
number for the corresponding weeks of ten years (corrected) is 1202. ‘The deaths 
registered last week exceed the estimated amount by 334, and exceed the pamper 
kis deaths registered in the preceding week by 81. 

The high temperature which has recently prevailed Pag exercised a great 
influence on the public health. This is particularly shown by the deaths from 
diarrheea in the last four weeks. ‘The deaths from this disease were 93, 187, 184, 
and 801. Eleven children and one adult died from cholera last week. Fifty-nine 
deaths occurred from typhus, 40 from scarlatina, and 24 from measles. 

The five following fatal carriage accidents were registered in the week :— 

The son of a carman, aged 11 years, died in the London Hospital, having been 
run over by a van. 

A gun engraver, aged 25 years, died in Bartholomew’s Hospital by falling 
from a cabriolet at Islington. 

A carpenter, aged 54 years, died at University College Hospital, from a van 
passing over him. 

_ The son of a warehouseman, aged 8 years, died at Charles-street, Bethnal- 

ereen, from a cart upsetting. 
The daughter of a tool maker, aged 8 years, was run over by a parcels 
delivery cart in Vincent-square, Westminster. 

The daughter of a bricklayer, aged 8 years, died at the London Hospital on the 
Ist of July, from hydrophobia, caused by the bite of a dog. 

The rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edinburgh, 
and 16 in Dublin ; 34 in Liverpool, 37 in Manchester, 40 in Salford, 19 in Bir- 
mingham, 28 in Leeds, 23 in Bristol, 28 in Hull, and 35 in Glasgow. 

In Liverpool the births were 303, the deaths 313; in Manchester the births 
227, the deaths 251 ; in Salford the births 75, the deaths 85 ; in Birmingham the 
births 200, the deaths 119; in Leeds the births 82, the deaths 121 ; in Bristol 
the births 99, the deaths 71; in Hull the births 71, the deaths 55; in Edin- 
burgh the births 123, the deaths 94; in Glasgow the births 279, the deaths 282 ; 
and in Dublin the births 166, the deaths 96.

Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°792 in. The barometrical reading decreased from 29°96 in. on 
Monday to 29°57 in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 66°1°, which is 4°5° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 84° 2°" on 
Thursday. The lowest night temperature was 48°9°, on Sunday and Monday. 
The entire range of temperature in the week was, therefore, 85°3°. ‘The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 11°3. ‘The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 67, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°89 in.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday July 15th the births in Lonpon and Tren 
other Larce Towns of the United Kingdom were 3673 ; the deaths 2874. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELEveN towns was 26 per 1000 — 
persons living. : 

In Lonpon the birtus of 984 boys and 944 girls, in all 1928 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1887. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week are 1392, It was the 
twenty-cighth week of the year; and the average number for that week in ten 
years is, with a correction for increase of population, 1244. 

The mortality exhibits a considerable decrease, the total deaths returned in the 
Jast three weeks having been successively 1455, 1536, and 13892. ‘The deaths of 
persons under 20 years of age decreased from 959 in the previous week to 860 last 
week. Deaths at all ages from diarrhoea decreased in the same periods from 3801 
to 267. 

The whole of these 267 deaths were, with few exceptions, cases. of infantile 
diarrhoea ; 208 occurred to children who had not completed their first year ; 35 to 
children one year old and less than two years. Besides these, 11 deaths were 
returned as caused by cholera, all of which, except two, appear to have been cases 
of cholera infantum. 

In the five divisions the greatest number of deaths from diarrhoea occurred in 
the North districts, comprising chiefly Marylebone, Pancras, and Islington. 
Twenty-eight cases of this complaint were fatal in Pancras, and the same number 
in Islington, 18 in Marylebone. Seventeen occurred in the district of Kensington ; 
20 in Lambeth. 

A boy of 15 years, was killed by being run over in a cavalry charge at 
Wormwood Scrubs. He died on the 3d inst. in St. Mary’s Hospital. 


The rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edinburgh, 
and 20 in Dublin ; 35 in Liverpool, 33 in Manchester, 36 in Salford, 23 in Bir- 
mingham, 33 in Leeds, 19 in Bristol, 29 in Hull, and 80in Glasgow. ‘The rate 
in Vienna was 382 per 1000 during the week ending the 24th ult., when the 
temperature was 0-4° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 24 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 320, the deaths 319; in Manchester the births 
251, the deaths 225; in Salford tlie births 66, the deaths 77; in Birmingham 
the births 262, the deaths 145; in Leeds the births 110, the deaths 141; in 
Bristol the births 92, the deaths 58; in Hull the births 78, the deaths 57; in 
Edinburgh the births 115, the deaths 93 ; in Glasgow the births 291, the deaths 
245; and in Dublin the births 160, the deaths 122. ‘There were 342 deaths in

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday July 22d the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other rarce Towns of the United Kingdom were 38948 ; the 
deaths registered 8013. The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons 
living. 

nee the births of 1033 boys and 920 girls, in all 1953 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1861. 

The pEatHs registered in Lonpon during the week were 1467. It was the 
twenty-ninth week of the year, and the average number was, with a correction 
for increase of population, 1808. ‘The present return is in excess of the estimated 
number by 159. 

Two hundred and eighty deaths were caused by diarrhoea, of which 257 occurred 
to children under two years of age, a very large proportion of whom were 
infants who had not completed their first year. ‘There were also 18 deaths from 
cholera and choleraic diarrhea. The average number of deaths from diarrhea 
in the corresponding weeks of ten years (with a correction for population) was 
157. But in the corresponding weeks of 1857 and 1859, when the mean weekly 
temperature of the air was about 69°, the deaths from diarrhcea were respectively 
959 and 415. The mean temperature of last week was 63°6°. 

Twenty-two of the 280 deaths from diarrhoea occurred in Marylebone, 16 in 
Pancras, 18 in Islington, 11 in Mile-end Old Town, 8 in the sub-district of 
St. Peter Walworth, 23 in Lambeth. 

Seven deaths referred to cholera occurred at the age of 20 years and upwards :— 

On 15th inst, at 6 Marsh-lane, Greenwich, a garden labourer, aged 44 years, “ cholera.”

On 17th inst. at 4 Hayes-place, West Hackney, a brush-maker, aged 78 years, “ cholera 
(5 days) ; preliminary diarrhea.” 

On 8th inst. in the Workhouse, Westminster, a labourer, aged 67 years, “ Asiatic cholera.” 

On 18th inst. at 9 Calvert’s-cottages, Pancras, a glass-coach-man (livery stables), aged 
40 years, “ choleraic diarrhcea (8 days).” 

On 18th inst. at 28 Wellington-street, Bethnal-green, a fish salesman, aged 27 years, “cholera 
30 hours).” 

On ee eee kk 15 Cavendish-grove, Wandsworth-road, the widow of an army captain, aged 
78 years, “ English cholera, collapse.”

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In the Workhouse, Westminster, on the 6th inst., a jobbing-man, aged 60 years, 
died of ‘extreme destitution and neglect.” | 

On the 15th inst.,a widow died in the Workhouse, Fulham, of “ decay of 
nature,” at the great age of 101 years. 

The rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 26 in Edinburgh, 
and 21 in Dublin ; 39 in Liverpool, 82 in Manchester, 30 in Salford, 23 in Bir- 
mingham, 36 in Leeds, 23 in Bristol, 25 in Hull, and 33 in Glasgow. 

In Liverpool the births were 343, the deaths 356 ; in Manchester the births 
270, the deaths 221 ; in Salford the births 101, the deaths 64 ; in Birmingham the 
births 240, the deaths 142; in Leeds the births 182, the deaths 156 ; in Bristol 
the births 124, the deaths 71; in Hull the births 69, the deaths 49; in Edin- 
burgh the births 125, the deaths 88; in Glasgow the births 371, the deaths 270 ; 
and in Dublin the births 170, the deaths 129. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°706in.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
July 31st, 1865. 

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday July 29th the births in Lonpon and TEN 
other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 3810 ; the deaths 3001. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those Eteven towns was 28 per 1000 
persons living. 

In Lonpon the sBrrtus of 1005 boys and 942 girls, in all 1947 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years, 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1906. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1414. It was the 
thirtieth week of the year; and the average number for that week was, with a 
correction for increase of population, 1345. The present return is in excess of 
the estimated number by 69. 

The deaths from diarrhcea were 261, against a corrected average of 202. The 
mortality from this disease is still high ; but it is satisfactory to find that it has 
not shown any further increase since the first week of July. ‘Twenty-three deaths 
are also referred to cholera or choleraic diarrhoea; 20 of which occurred to 
children. Diarrhoea was fatal in 16 cases in Marylebone. The Registrar of the 
sub-district of St. Mary in that district returned 5 deaths in the week, all of 
which were from diarrhea. There were 23 deaths from it in Pancras, and 18 in 
Islington. There were 8 in the sub-district of Tottenham Court-road, and the 
same number in that of St. Giles South; 9 in the sub-district of St. Peter, 
Walworth, 6 in that of St. Paul, Deptford. Out of 44 deaths from typhus, 15 
occurred in the East districts. 

Three persons were killed by horse conveyances in the streets. The following 
are the particulars of the cases :— 

At 29 Boston-place, Marylebone, on 21st July, the wife of a seaman, aged 61 years, “run over 
by a cart.” 

"At Spencer-street, Goswell-street, on 16th July, a waiter, aged 53 years, “by a cab.” 

On 2\st July, a cabman, aged 43 years, “ fell from a cab on London Bridge.” 

A sugar-baker, aged 23 years, from Whitechapel, died in the London Hospital 
on the 26th July, from sun-stroke ; ; and the daughter of a journeyman carpenter, 
aged 2 years, died on 25th July at Clapham of « meningitis from sun-stroke ; 
coma from effusion.” A shoemaker, aged 47 years, died of ‘ptyalism. 

The rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edinburgh, 
and 24 in Dublin ; 34 in Liverpool, 37 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 26 in Bir- 
mingham, 31 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, 31 in Hull, and 36 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 30 per 1000 during the week ending the 8th inst., when the 
temperature was 4+4° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 27 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 346, the deaths 315; in Manchester the births 
220, the deaths 253; in Salford the births 738, the soni 60; in Birmingham 
the births 241, the deaths 164; in Leeds the births 208, the deaths 1365 ; in 
Bristol the partis 111, the deaths 66 ; in Hull the births 82, the deaths 62: in 
Edinburgh the births 120, the deaths 95 ; in Glasgow the births 310, the deaths 
291; and in Dublin the births 157, the deaths 146. There were 322 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the Sth inst. 
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Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 80°009in. The mean daily reading was above 30in. on five days. 
At the beginning of the week the barometrical pressure was 29°63 in., and it rose 
to 80°20 in. on Wednesday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 
66°, which is 4°1° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as de- 
termined by Mr. Glaisher). The thermometer in the shade attained its highest 
point 85° on Thursday ; its lowest was 51°4° on Saturday. The range in the 
week was, therefore, 33°6°- The mean daily range was 23°8°. The thermometer 
in the sun rose to 149° on Wednesday. The mean degree of humidity of the 
air was 71, complete saturation being represented by 100. The air was calm 
in great part of the week ; at other times the direction of the wind was variable. 
Lhe rain-fall was 0°15 in., all of which occurred on Sunday.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
August 7th, 1865. 

In THe week that ended on Saturday August Sth the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other tarcre Towns of the United Kingdom were 3688 ; the 
deaths registered 2903. The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons 
living. 

Er ionden the births of 885 boys and 943 girls, in all 1828 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1897. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1311. It was the 
thirty-first week of the year, and the average number for that week was, with a 
correction for increase of population, 1357. The actual return for the week 
exhibits a decrease of 46 on the estimated mortality. 

Diarrhea shows a decided decrease; the deaths from it reached their maximum 
in the first week of July, when they were 301 ; in the three following weeks they 
were 267, 280, and 261 successively ; and last week they were 207.° All the 
deaths from diarrhcea in the present return occurred to young children, except 21, 
which occurred to persons aged 20 years and upwards. 

Of 19 deaths from cholera in the week, 6 were those of adults. 

Eight deaths were from small-pox. A boy died on the 2d inst. of that disease. 
He had not been vaccinated. When the mother registered the death, she stated 
as her reason for not having had her child vaccinated, that her husband did not 
approve of it, and had beaten her on a previous occasion when she had got her 
eldest children vaccinated. The medical attendant adds on his certificate :—“ Not 
seen until in a dying condition. Five other children in the house have had the 
disease, and all without medical attendance.”

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Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


The rate of mortality last week was 23 per 1000 in London, 80 in Edinburgh, 
and 23 in Dublin ; 39 in Liverpool, 83 in Manchester, 29 in Salford, 26 in Bir- 
mingham, 34 in Leeds, 22 in Bristol, 38 in Hull, and 32 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 388 per 1000 during the week ending the 22d ult., when the 
temperature was 14°1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, 
where the rate was 25 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 340, the deaths 354; in Manchester the births 
253, the deaths 224 ; in Salford the births 63, the deaths 62 ; in Birmingham the 
births 190, the deaths 162; in Leeds the births 210, the deaths 145 ; in Bristol 
the births 100, the deaths 67; in Hull the births 98, the deaths 75; in Edin- 
burgh the births 123, the deaths 100; in Glasgow the births 337, the deaths 262 ; 
and in Dublin the births 151, the deaths 141. There were 406 deaths in Vienna 
during the week ending the 22d ult. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°695in. ‘The reading fell to 29:44in. on Monday; and rose to 
29°95 in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 55°9°, 
which is 6°5° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below the average on every 
day except Sunday ; and on Tuesday and the three following days the amount of 
depression was from 8° to 12°. The highest day temperature occurred on Sunday, 
and was 75°8°; the lowest night temperature occurred on Thursday, and was 
43°2°. The range of the thermometer in the week was, therefore, 832°6°. The 
mean daily range was 19°5°. ‘The mean degree of humidity of the air was 78, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. ‘The most frequent directions of 
the wind were west and north-west. ‘The rain-fall was great; it amounted to 
1°70in., of which 0°78 in. fell on Monday, and 0°62in. on Thursday; the rest on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Friday. While the mean of the lowest temperatures 
of the dir was 47°9°, the mean of the highest temperatures of the water of the 
Thames was 65° ; that of the lowest was 64°5°. Very heavy rain fell throughout 
the afternoon and evening of Monday, to the amount as has been stated of 0°78 in. ; 
and large amounts were collected on that day throughout the country ; 1°33 in. at 
Liverpool, 0°75 in. at Wakefield, 0°61 in. at Manchester, and 0°37 in. at Clifton 
near Bristol. Very active magnetic disturbance was observed at Greenwich ; 
it commenced about six o’clock on the afternoon of Wednesday, and continued 
through that and the following days till 4h. p.m. on Saturday. In the meteor- 
ological notes is described a remarkable aurora observed by Mr. Burder at Clifton.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday August 12th the births in Lonpon and TEN 
other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 3830 ; the deaths 2938. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELeven towns was 27 per 1000 
persons living. | 

In Lonpon the Birtus of 1065 boys and 977 girls, in all 2042 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1865. 

The DEATHS registered in LONDON in the week were 1374. It was the thirty- 
second week of the year; and the average number for that week was, with a 
correction for increase of population, 1324. The actual return exhibits an excess 
of 50 deaths over the estimated number. 

The deaths from diarrhcea in the week were 201, almost the same number as 
that of the previous week ; and all, except 4 cases, occurred to children. The 
deaths from this complaint in the last three weeks were successively 261, 207, and 
201. There were also 11 deaths, 8 of which were those of infants, referred to 
cholera or choleraic diarrhcea. The late abundant rains and the fall of the tempera- 
ture have been useful in checking this disease, which carries off so many children 
at this period of the year. 

Of the cases of diarrhcea, fatal in the week, 7 occurred in the Kensington Town 
sub-district, 7 in Somers Town, 6 in the Leather-market sub-district of Bermondsey, 
7 in Brixton, 6 in Battersea, 10 in the sub-district of St. Paul Deptford. 

A stableman, aged 44 years, died on 29th July in St. Thomas’ Hospital of 
hydrophobia. 

A woman was poisoned by taking white precipitate by mistake for arrowroot. 

A widow died in the Workhouse at Fulham at the age of 100 years. Another 
centenarian died in the same workhouse a few weeks ago. 

The following seven fatal accidents by horses or horse carriages were registered 
in the week :— 

At Hyde-park-corner on 30th July, the son of a government clerk, aged 13 

| years, run over by a cab. 

In St. George’s Hospital from Hammersmith, a labourer, aged 46 years, fell 
from a cart. 

At Islington on 7th August, a carman, aged 45 years, wheel of a cart passing 

~ over him. 

In King’s College Hospital from Drury-lane, a printer’s boy, aged 16 years, 
fell from a horse. 

In King’s College Hospital on 1st August, a cabman, aged 71 years, thrown 
from a cab in Holborn. 

In Hackney-road on 21st July, widow of a chandler, aged 74 years, run over 
by a dray. | 

In Borough-road on Ist August, the daughter of a warehouseman, aged one 
year, run over by a van. 

The rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 30 in Edinburgh, 
and 20 in Dublin ; 55 in Liverpool, 38 in Manchester, 29 in Salford, 27 in Bir- 
mingham, 35 in Leeds, 23 in Bristol, 44 in Hull, and 29 in Glasgow. ‘The rate 
in Vienna was 380 per 1000 during the week ending the 29th ult., when the 
temperature was 9°8° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 24 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 824, the deaths 317; in Manchester the births 
280, Ci 256; in Salford the births 64, the deaths 62; in Birmingham 
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250 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


the births 223, the deaths 170; in Leeds the births 155, the deaths 149; in 
Bristol the births 104, the deaths 72; in Hull the births 71, the deaths 87 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 99, the deaths 99 ; in Glasgow the births 312, the deaths 
232; and in Dublin the births 156, the deaths 120. ‘There were 326 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 29th ult. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°672in. The barometrical pressure was 29°92in. on Sunday ; it 
fell to 29°41 in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 
62°, which is 0°1° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as de- 
termined by Mr. Glaisher). The lowest night temperature was 47°5° on 
Wednesday. The highest day temperature was 76°5° on Thursday. The range 
in the week was, therefore, 29°. The mean daily range was 20°8°. ‘The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°5°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 77, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. The general direction of the wind was south-west. ‘Lhe rain-fall 
was 0°78 in., of which 0°22in. was measured on Monday, 0°5lin. on ‘Thursday. 
At Clifton near Bristol rain fell on Sunday the 6th inst., to the extraordinary 
amount of 2°68 in., the largest amount within twenty-four hours ever recorded at 
that station. ‘There was a thunder storm, with very vivid lightning, in London, 
on the evening of Thursday. On Saturday rain fell generally over the country. 
The fall at Clifton was 0°72 in. on that day.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday August 19th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other Large Towns of the United Kingdom were 3889 ; the 
deaths registered 2658. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonpon the births of 954 boys and 1019 girls, in all 1978 children, were 
registered in the week. In thé corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1891. 

The pratTus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1182. It was. the 
thirty-third week of the year, and the average number for that week was, with a 
correction for increase of population, 13822. ‘The actual return for the week 
is less than the estimated mortality by 140. 

It is satisfactory to observe that the mortality from diarrhea in London 
exhibits a great decrease. In each of the first two weeks of the present month the 
deaths from this disease were above 200; in the last week they declined to 116. 
The average number for the corresponding week in the last ten years is, with a 
correction for i increase of population, 200. In the week that ended 20th August 
in 1859,.the deaths from diarrhceea were 240; in the same week of 1864 they 
were 249, 

Besides the deaths. enumerated as caused by diarrhcea, 12 cases, of which 
4 occurred to adults, were referred to cholera or choleraic diarrhea. 

In St. George-in-the-East, at 64 Hardinge-street, on 15th August, the wife of 
a working lighterman, aged 27 years, died of “ Asiatic cholera after 24 hours 
illness.” 

Mr. Armstrong, Registrar of St. Mary sub-district of St. George-in-the-East, 
draws attention to the condition of Blacksmith’s-arms-court, which suffered much 
by a visit of malignant typhus three years ago, and where sickness is always pre- 
valent in consequence of the filth and fetid exhalations of the place. 

The following four deaths by horses or horse conveyances on the streets were 
registered in the week :— 

In Dean-street, Holborn, on 11th August, the son of a farrier, aged 12 years, 
Died at King’s College Hospital. 

On 11th August the son of a chimney sweep, aged 8 months, thrown from a cart. 
Died at 4 Canal-street, Haggerstone. 

On 4th August, a carman, aged 27 years, run over. Died at 3 York-strcet, 
Bethnal-ercen. 

In the Old Kent Road, on 13th August, a labourer, aged 36 years, knocked down 
by acab. Dicd in Guy’s Hospital. 

The rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 27 in Edinburgh, 
and 25 in Dublin ; 82 in Liverpool, 31 in Manchester, 34 in ‘Salford, 26 in Bir- 
mingham, 29 in Leeds, 19 in Bristol, 27 in Hull, and 32 in Glasgow. 

In Liverpool the bir ths were 363, the deaths 289 ; in Manchester the births 
227, the deaths 209 ; in Salford the births 82, the deaths 72; in Birmingham the 
ee 236, the deaths 166; in Leeds the ‘ieihe 198, the deaths 125 ; in Bristol 
the births 108, the deaths 60; in Hull the births 70, the deaths 53; in Edin- 
burgh the births 118, the deaths 89; in Glasgow the ‘births 3405, the deaths 263 : 
and in Dublin the births 176, the deaths 150.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°624in. The barometrical pressure fell to 29°39in. on Tuesday, 
and rose to 29°8lin. on Saturday. ‘The mean temperature of the air in the 
week was 60°, which is 1°3° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr.Glaisher). The mean temperature was slightly below the 
average on every day of the week. ‘The highest day temperature was 73°2°, and 
occurred on Monday ; the lowest night temperature was 46°6°, and occurred on 
Saturday. The range of the thermometer in the week was, therefore, 26°6°. 
The mean daily range was 18°2°. On Saturday the range was 25°6°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 78, complete saturation being re- 
presented by 100. On ‘Tuesday the humidity almost touched the point of 
saturation. The general directions of the wind were south-west and west. The 
rain measured 0°29 in., most of which fell on Monday and Tuesday. On Thursday 
rain fell at Manchester to the amount of 0°71 in.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday August 26th the births in LonDon and Ten 
other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 3820 ; the deaths 2567. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELEvEN towns was 24 per 1000 
persons living. 

In Lonpon the prrtus of 947 boys and 969 girls, in all 1916 children, were 
registered in the week. In the. corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1874. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1135. It was the 
thirty-fourth week of the year; and the average number for that week was, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1290. The deaths returned are less 
by 155 than the calculated number. 

The mortality from diarrhea was almost exactly the same in amount as that 
of the previous week, in which it has been shown that there was a great decrease. 
In the week that ended 12th August the deaths from diarrhoea were 201 ; in the 
following week 116; last week 115. The Registrar of the Hackney sub-district 
returned 8 fatal cases of the complaint. The Registrars of St. Paul Deptford and 
Rotherhithe returned 5 and 4 respectively. 

Six deaths were registered as caused by cholera or choleraic diarrhea, 3 of 
which number occurred to adults. A cow-keeper, aged 52 years, died on the 
21st inst. at 19 York-street, Haggerstone, of “ cholera (16 hours).” 

All the 115 deaths from diarrhoea were amongst children, except 5 cases which 
occurred to persons, aged 60 years and upwards. The mortality from this cause 
is considerably less than the average in corresponding weeks of former years. In 
the thirty-fourth week of 1859 the deaths were 215; in the same week of last 
year they were 190. 

In High Holborn, a boy, 15 years old, committed suicide by hanging. A 
tailor, aged 41 years, died in Hampstead Workhouse, of “ disease of the kidneys, 
accelerated by want and exposure.” He had been found on the heath in a 
dying state. 

Two deaths from injury by carriages were registered :— 

On 19th August, an engineer, aged 42 years, “running with face against a cab 
wheel, and falling (9 hours).” Died at Thurlow House, Brixton. 

On 3d August, a carman, aged 60 years, by a waggon. Died in Westminster 
Hospital. 

The rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 24 in Edinburgh, 
and 24 in Dublin ; 80 in Liverpool, 84 in Manchester, 24 in Salford, 26 in Bir- 
mingham, 30 in Leeds, 20 in Bristol, 52 in Hull, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate 
in Vienna was 29 per 1000 during the week ending the 5th inst., when the 
temperature was 11°6° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 23 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 877, the deaths 272 ; in Manchester the births 
222, the deaths 228; in Salford the births 80, the deaths 52; in Birmingham 
the births 230, the deaths 165; in Leeds the births 200, the deaths 180; in 
‘Bristol the births 103, the deaths 62; in Hull the births 69, the deaths 63 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 109, the deaths 80; in Glasgow the births 320, the deaths 
234; and in Dublin the births 194, the deaths 146. ‘There were 316 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 5th inst.

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Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°692in. The reading fell to 29°30in. on Wednesday, and rose to 
380°14in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the air was 61°7°, which is 
1°1° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air 
temperature was 5°8°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 82, com- 
plete saturation being represented by 100, which point was actually attained on 
Wednesday, on which day rain fell to the amount of 1:79 in. ‘The rain-fall in the 
week was 1°96in. On Wednesday rain fell almost uninterruptedly (at times with 
extraordinary violence) from 8 o’clock in the morning till 9 in the evening; but 
this heavy fall was confined to the southern parts of the country. On Sunday the 
20th rain fell at Clifton to the amount of 1°44 in.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday September 2d the births registered in 
Lonpon and Tren other Large Towns of the United Kingdom were are; the 
deaths registered oe The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonvon the aes of 1002 boys and 1017 girls, in all 2019 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1899. 

The pEeatTus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1131. It was the 
thirty-fifth week of the year, and the average number for that week was, with a 
correction for increase of population, 1248. 

In the week 89 deaths by diarrhcea, and 4 by cholera were registered. Two 
men died of cholera; one a chairmaker, aged 24 years, is said to have died 
of “English cholera,” another a painter, aged 25 years, of “choleraic diarrhcea,” 
after 24 hours illness. 

Cholera is not a new disease. It is described in the earliest medical writings ; 
and cases occur sporadically every week in summer in every country of Europe 
and.Asia. During the last ten weeks 127 deaths from cholera have been registered 
in London; and the deaths from the disease in proportion to population have 
undoubtedly been still more numerous in the other cities of Europe, where the 
causes of death are either unrecorded or unrevealed. 

This form of cholera, called here English, or more correctly summer cholera, 
when fatal, differs little in appearance from epidemic, cholera ; which is, however, 
well characterized by the short duration of fatal cases; by its attacking and 
destroying great numbers in its progress. 

The matter of cholera, therefore, exists in nearly every ill-conditioned population, 
and under unfavourable circumstances it assumes periodically the active form ; 
which is diffusive, and travels far from the centre of its origin. 

An epidemic of cholera broke out in England in the years 1831-2; another 
epidemic prevailed 17 years afterwards, or in 1848-9; and passing over 1853-4, 
we are at the end of another cycle of 17 years in 1865-6, threatened with an 
epidemic which has already ravaged some of the unclean cities on the shores of 
the Mediterranean. 

The epidemic has generally begun in the autumn of one year, and raged in the 
autumn of the year following ; but up to the present date there have been no 
traces of the epidemic in England, which may escape with a slight visitation. 

But against such an enemy no precaution should be neglected ; and the defences 
should be commenced, and completed without any delay. 

The conditions on which this disease is fatal are now well known ; and its causes 
and its progress in the diarrhceal stage are more completely under control than 
those of any other epidemic. A supply of pure water to every house; drainage ; 
the abolition of cesspools and of all accumulations of dirt ; the chemical destruction 
of choleraic matter (cholerine) ; house to house medical treatment—do not exclude 
the entrance of the poison into districts, but deprive it of nearly all its dangers. 

The death of a man, aged 30 years, was caused by “ bronchitis, accelerated by 
exposure and destitution.” He died in the Ratcliff Workhouse. 

The rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 27 in Edinburgh, 
and 21 in Dublin ; 29 in Manchester, 80 in Salford, 21 in Birmingham, 26 in 
Leeds, 17 in Bristol, 33 in Hull, and 27 in Glasgow. ‘The rate in “Vienna was

There 
were 289 deaths in Vienna during the week ending the 19th ult. The return 
from Liverpool has not been received. 

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°956in. The mean temperature of the air was 61°4°, which is 2° 
above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 78, complete saturation being. repre- 
sented by 100. Only the smallest amount of rain fell. But on Monday there was 
much in the North of England.

See note page 274, 


Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
September 11th, 1865. 


IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday September 9th the births in Lonpon and 
Ten other LARGE Towns of the United Kingdom were 3787 ; the deaths 2528. 
The annual rate of mortality in the week in those ELEVEN towns was 23 per 
1000 persons living. 


In Lonpon the Birtus of 973 boys and 932 girls, in all 1905 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1888. 


The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1179. It was the 
thirty-sixth week of the year; and the average number for that week was, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1228. The actual return was, 
therefore, less by 49 than the estimated number. 


The deaths from diarrhea in the week were 89, the same number as in the 
previous week, and less than a third part of the weekly number in July. This 
decrease will appear the more remarkable when the heat of last week is considered, 
which was unusually great for September. In the first and last week of July the 
mean temperature of the air was 66°; last week it was 67°4°. The average 
number of deaths from diarrhcea in the corresponding week of ten years (corrected 
for increase of population) is 125, 


Besides the 89 cases of diarrhoea, 9 deaths are referred to cholera or choleraic 
diarrhea, 3 of which occurred to adults. In Russell-street, Sydenham, a jobbing 
gardener, aged 67 years, died of “ choleraic diarrhea” after 48 hours’ illness. At 
2 Colton’s Cottages, Neate-street, Camberwell, on the 8th inst., a gardener’s 
labourer, aged 48 years, died of “cholera” after 11 hours’ illness. At Oxford- 
place, New Hatcham, Peckham, a widow, died of “choleraic diarrhea.” 

The following five fatal accidents were caused by carriages :— 

On 5th September, a labourer, aged 25 years, run over by a waggon. Died 
in Poplar Hospital. 

At 1 Mockford-buildings, Bethnal-green, on 11th August, a cowkeeper, aged 
40 years, fell from a waggon. 

In Bouverie-street, Paddington, on 31st August, the son of an omnibus driver, 
aged 8 years, run over by a van. 

In Church-street, Deptford, on 22d August, the son of a labourer, aged 2 
years, run over by a cart. 

On 5th September, a labourer, aged 17 years, jambed by a timber carriage. 
Died in Guy’s Hospital. 


A lieutenant in the army died from chloroform, administered with a view to an 
operation. A child, aged one year, died on the 3d inst. from sunstroke. A horse- 
keeper died from glanders caught from a diseased horse.

Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


The rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 24 in Edinburgh, 
and 23 in Dublin ; 29 in Liverpool, 31 in Manchester, 35 in Salford, 21 in Bir- 
mingham, 32 in Leeds, 20 in Bristol, 26 in Hull, and 24 in Glasgow. 


In Liverpool the births were 407, the deaths 263 ; in Manchester the. births 
244, the deaths 211; in Salford the births 95, the deaths 74; in Birmingham 
the births 178, the deaths 185; in Leeds the births 241, the deaths 136; in 
Bristol the births 106, the deaths 62; in Hull the births 84, the deaths 51 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 102, the deaths 79 ; in Glasgow the births 273, the deaths 
196 ; and in Dublin the births 152, the deaths 142. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°945 in. The barometrical pressure rose to 30°07 in. on Sunday, and 
fell to 29°76in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air was 67°4°, which 
ig no less than 9°4° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). It was above the average on every day, and on 
Friday this excess was 14°3°. The mean temperature on Friday (72°1°), was 
higher than the mean temperature of any day as far back as August 12th, 1861, 
when it was 72°9°; and the maximum temperature (86-0°) was higher than 
the maximum temperature of any day in the month of September as far back as 
authentic records extend, with the sole exception of September 6th, 1846, when 
the recorded value was 86°4°. The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and mean air temperature was 7°8° in the week; it was 13°3° 
on Friday. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 76, complete saturation 
being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was south-westerly. 


No rain was measured. There was a storm of thunder and lightning early on 


Saturday morning, but accompanied with little rain. 


Kensineton ; Fulham,—At Sandford Manor-house, on 5th September, formerly a builder, aged 
84 years, “decay of nature (one year).” The Registrar says :—“Sandford House was at one 
time the residence of Nell Gwynn. ‘The old staircase is still to be seen. The estate was purchased 
in 1788 by the husband of a lady whose death, at the age of 97 years, 1 have also registered 
this week.” 


St. JAMES WESTMINSTER ; St. James’s-square.—At 12 Regent-street, on 2d September, a lieu- 
tenant 44th regiment, aged 27 years, “from the effect of chloroform acting upon a feeble heart 
previous to an operation.” 

West Lonpon ; North.—At St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, on 3d September, a horse-keeper, aged 
58 years, “ glanders caught whilst attending a diseased horse (6 weeks). Exhaustion.” Post mort. 
(Inquest). 


BETHNAL-GREEN ; Hackney-road.—At 28 Charles-street, on 8d September, the daughter of a 
shoe manufacturer, aged one year, “ sunstroke (18 hours), convulsions (one hour.)”

ical Observations. 


Meteorolog 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
September 1 8th, 1865. 

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday September 16th the births registered in 
Lonpvon and Ten other rarae Towns of the United Kingdom were 4007 ; the 
deaths registered 2526. The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonvon the births of 1054 boys and 10365 girls, in all 2089 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1888. 

The pratus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1204. It was the 
thirty-seventh week of the year, and the average number for that week was, with 
a correction for increase of population, 1200. The actual result agrees almost 
exactly with the computed amount. 

Diarrhea began to decline towards the end of July, and decreased remarkably 
at the end of August; and since that time, notwithstanding the extraordinary 
heat of the weather, it has happily not shown a disposition to increase. In the 
last three weeks the mortality from diarrhea has been singularly free from 
fluctuation; the deaths having been in those periods 89, 89, and 86. In the 
thirty-seventh week of 1861, with a mean temperature of the air that did not 
exceed the average, the deaths were 137; and the average for that week in ten 
years, with a correction for increase of population, is 97. The mortality from 
zymotic diseases in the aggregate was last week 8307 deaths; and the corrected 
average for the same period is 874. ‘The comparison as regards this class of 
diseases speaks not unfavourably for the present time. . 

Besides the 85 deaths from diarrhea, 4 were referred to cholera in the week ; 
of which the three following happened to adults :— 

In Southwark, at 21 Bennett-street, on the 14th inst., a journeyman plasterer, 
aged 66 years, died of “ cholera (3 days), fever.” At 3 Park-place, Clapham- 
road, on the 9th inst., the daughter of a coachman, 19 years, of “cholera.” At 
3 Ann-street, Bromley, on 11th inst., a groom, 63 years, “English cholera (5 days).” 

A woman, aged 42 years, died on the 24th ult., of exposure and destitution. 
She had been taken before death to the Shoreditch Workhouse. A journeyman 
painter, died on the 10th inst. of coup-de-soleil. 

‘The following nine cases are recorded in which accidents in the streets by 
horses and conveyances were attended by fatal consequences :— 

On 7th September, an omnibus driver, aged 40 years, fell from an omnibus. 
Died in St. Mary’s Hospital. 

On 11th September, the son of a policeman, aged one year, run over by a 
dray. Died at 4 Radnor-street, City-road. 

On 12th August, the son of a brickmaker, aged 3 months, run over. Died in 
Silver-street, Lewisham. 

On 6th September, a carman, aged 40 years, fell from a van. Died in the

On 7th September, the son of a shipwright, aged 7 years, run over. Died in 
Poplar Hospital. ; 

On 7th September, a labourer, aged 20 years, fell from a cart. Died in 
London Hospital.

Died in London Hospital. 

On 10th September, a tailor, aged 65 years, run over by a van. Died in 
London Hospital. | 

On 14th September, a carman, aged 40 years, fell from a van, run over. Died

The rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 25 in Edinburgh, 
and 23 in Dublin; 32 in Liverpool, 27 in Manchester, 22 in Salford, 20 in Bir- 
 mingham, 32 in Leeds, 19 in Bristol, 30 in Hull, and 24 in Glasgow. ‘The rate

in Vienna was 25 per 1000 during the week ending the 26th ult., when the 
temperature was 3'6° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 20 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births were 330, the deaths 295; in Manchester the births 
249, the deaths 182; in Salford the births 76, the deaths 46; in Birmingham 
the births 241, the deaths 128; in Leeds the births 180, the deaths 137 ; in 
Bristol the births 115, the deaths 60; in Hull the births 91, the deaths 60 ; in 
Kidinburgh the births 134, the deaths 83; in Glasgow the births 313, the deaths 
194; and in Dublin the births 189, the deaths 137. There were 264 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 26th ult. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°106in. The mean reading was above 30in. on every day after 
Sunday. The reading rose from 29:96 in. on Sunday, to 30°29in. on Tuesday. 
The mean temperature of the air in the week was as high as 67°8°, which is 
10°5° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The mean temperature greatly exceeded the average on every 
day; and on Saturday the excess was even 14°8°. ‘The highest day reading was 
85°3°, and was obtained on Saturday; and the lowest at night was 52°3° on 
Thursday. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air 
temperature was 9°. ‘The mean degree of humidity of the air was 73, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. On Friday the humidity was as low as 60. 
There was no rain in the week. Saturday was a very remarkable day, its mean 
temperature being only 0°4° below that of September 8th, which has been already 
stated to have been higher than that of any day since 12th August 1861.

General Register Office, Somerset House, 

September 25th, 1865. 

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday September 23d the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other rarae Towns of the United Kingdom were 3996 ; the 
deaths registered 2528. The annual rate of mortality was 23 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonpon the prrts of 992 boys and 970 girls, in-all 1962 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1917. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1143. It was the 
thirty-eighth week of the year; and the average number for that week was, 
' with a correction for increase of population, 1183. The actual return is less 
than the estimated amount by 40 deaths. 

The deaths from diarrhea were 83. It can hardly be said that the number 
shows the slightest variation on any of the three preceding weekly returns. It 
also corresponds with the corrected average for the thirty-eighth week in ten 
previous years 

Three deaths were referred to cholera. They occurred to two young children, 
and a boy aged 15 years. 

Five cases of murder or manslaughter were returned in the week. 

On the 13th inst., a woman, aged 60 years, died in the Workhouse, Bethnal- 
green, of “ disease of the lungs, accelerated by want and privation.” 

A girl nearly four years old, died, it is said, from being frightened at church by 
the sight of the minister in his surplice, 

The following six cases are recorded, in which accidents on the streets by horses 
and conveyances were attended by fatal consequences :— 

In Old-street Road, on 20th September, a fishdealer, aged 60 years, by wheel 
ofa van. Died in Guy’s Hospital. 

At North-end, Fulham, on 27th August, the daughter of a tailor, aged 5 years, 
run over. 

On 14th September, a carman, aged 47 years, run over. Died in the German 
Hospital. . 

In Newport-street, on 30th August, a girl, aged 4 years, run over by a cab. 
Died in Charing-cross Hospital. 

On poe September, a traveller, aged 43 years, run over. Died at Hackney 

ick, 

In Long-acre, on 8d September, the son of a porter, aged 4 years, run over 
by a cab. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 20 per 1000 in London, 25 in 
Edinburgh, and 20 in Dublin; 34 in Liverpool, 34 in Manchester, 22 in Salford, 
23 in Birmingham, 33 in Leeds, 20 in Bristol, 24 in Hull, and 25 in Glasgow. 
’ The rate in Vienna was 25 per 1000 during the week ending’ the 2d inst., when 
the temperature was 3°5° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, 
where the rate was 20 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births in the weck were 876, the deaths 306 ; in Manchester 
the births 281, the.deaths 231; in Salford the births 76, the deaths 47 ; in Bir- 
mingham the Panini 282,5.the deaths 143 ; in Leeds the bir ths 234, the deaths 142 ; 
in Bristol the births 98, the deaths 62; in Hull the births 82, the deaths 48 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 108, the deaths 82; in Glasgow the births 333, the deaths 
202 ; oi Dublin the births 164, the deaths 123. There were 273 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 2d inst. 7

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°167in. The mean reading was above 380in. on every day except 
Wednesday. The reading fell to 29°88 in. on Wednesday, and rose to 30°32 in. on 
Saturday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 60°9°, which is 4°9° 
above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
The mean daily temperature was above ihe average on every day, except 
Saturday ; the excess having been considerable till Thursday. ‘The highest day 
temperature was 81°2°, and occurred on Wednesday ; the lowest night temperature 
was 40°2°, and occurred on Saturday. The range of the thermometer in the 
week was 41°. The mean daily range was 21°8°. The range on Thursday was 
only 9°7°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air 
temperature was 7°7°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 76, complete 
saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of the wind was 
north-east. The rain was 0°16in., which fell on Thursday.

IN THE WEEK that ended on Saturday September 30th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other Larce Towns of the United Kingdom were 4277 ; the 
deaths registered 2666. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 24 per 1000 persons 
living. 

ees the births of 1066 boys and 1090 girls, in all 2156 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for inerease of population, was 1928. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1214. It was the 
thirty-ninth week of the year, and the average number for that week was, with 
a correction for increase of population, 1233. Hence it appears that the mortality 
was slightly below the average for the end of September. 

The deaths from diarrhoea in the four weeks of September were 89, 85, 83, and 
(last week) 92. The corrected average for last week is 67. ‘The highest number 
of fatal cases of diarrhcea in ten corresponding weeks was 79 in that of 1857, and 
the lowest 40 in that of 1859. The unusual heat of the present season appears 
to have raised the mortality from this complaint to a degree slightly above what 
has been previously experienced in the last week of September. 

Besides those from diarrhoea, four deaths, one of which was that of a child, 
were referred to cholera. ‘The three following occurred to adults :— 

At 11 Church-street, Westminster, on the 26th September, a distiller’s 
collector, aged 59 years, died of “ cholera biliosa” after 5 days illness. 

At 4 Kinder-street, Deptford, on 23d September, a master tailor, aged 56 
years, “ English cholera (5 days), fever.” 

At 14 Crab-tree Shot-road, Camberwell, on the 23d September, the wife of 
a watchmaker, aged 52 years, ‘“ cholera (3 weeks).” | 

Three deaths from scarlatina occurred in the sub-district of St. Mary, St. George 
in the East, in the north part of which this disease is said to prevail. 

The following four cases are recorded in which accidents in the streets by 
horses and conveyances were attended by fatal results :— 

On 20th September, a builder, aged 28 years, fell from a cart. Died in Great 
Northern Hospital. 

_In Farringdon-street, on 21st September, a skidman, aged 52 years, run over 

by acab. Died in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 

At 148 Packington-street, Islington, on 27th September, the wife of a 
commercial traveller, aged 35 years, fell from a vehicle. 

Found dead in Bridge-street, Hackney, on 20th September, the daughter of 
an ostler, aged 7 years, run over by a waggon, 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 21 per 1000 in London, 26 in Edin- 
burgh, and 25 in Dublin ; 33 in Liverpool, 34 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 24 in 
Birmingham, 31 in Leeds, 19 in Bristol, 29 in Hull, and 26 in Glasgow. The 
rate in Vienna was 26 per 1000 during the week ending the 9th ult., when the 
temperature was 1°2° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 20 per 1000.

231, the deaths 233; in Salford the births 90, the deaths 59; in Birmingham 
the births 839, the deaths 148; in Leeds the births 219, the deaths 133; in 
Bristol the births 120, the deaths 60; in Hull the births 80, the deaths 57 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 106, the deaths 88 ; in Glasgow the births 330, the deaths 
215; and in Dublin the births 195, the deaths 154. There were 279 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 9th ult.

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°:090in. ‘The mean daily reading was above 30in. on five days of 
the week. The reading was 30°3lin. on Sunday, and fell to 29°91 in. on 
Saturday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 59°3°, which is 
4°9° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). ‘The mean daily temperature was considerably above the average 
throughout the week. The highest day temperature was 77°6°, on Wednesday ; 
the lowest night temperature was 43°5° on Thursday. The range of the ther- 
mometer in the week was, therefore, 84'1°. The mean daily range was 23° 4°. 
The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 
7*1°, The mean degree of humidity of the air was 77, complete saturation being 
represented by 100. The air was often calm, at other times the wind blew from 
N.E. and E.S.E. There was no rain. On Monday and three following days there 
were early morning fogs and heavy dews.

‘The results in the first three columns are recorded in 100,000 parts. By 
moving the decimal point one place to the right the above figures express in 
milligrams the quantities contained in one kilogram of the several waters. 


THE ABOVE TABLE contains three additional eolumns showing hardness of the waters. In 
reference to these columns Proressor FRANKLAND, who has sueceeded Professor Hofmann at the 
College of Chemistry, makes the following remarks: — 

Of the solid ingredients contained in potable waters, the organie and other volatile matters 
entered in the third column of the above Table, are gencrally considered to exercise the greatest 
and most direct influence upon the health of a community using the waters for dietetic purposes. 
The presence in a water of any large proportion of organic matter ought always to cause such 
water to be regarded with suspicion ; although it is organic matter only when derived from animal 
sources which is known to exercise a markedly injurious influence upon the health of consumers. 
The mineral ingredients contained in waters are of less direet importance in a purely sanitary point 
of view, but the salts of lime and magnesia, which generally constitute a very large proportion of 
the solid mineral matter, doubtless affect health indirectly by rendering efficient ablution and 
thorough cleanliness much more difficult of attainment. ‘These salts of lime and magnesia give to 
the water the quality termed “ Hardness.” The fifth column in the above Table gives this hardness 
in degrees which express the number of parts of carbonate of lime (or its equivalent of other 
hardening salts) in 100,000 parts of water : thus a water containing one part of carbonate of lime or 
its equivalent, in 100,000 parts, is said to have one degree of hardness.* Most waters on being 
boiled heeome softer, owing to the precipitation of the carbonates of lime and magnesia, ‘The 
amount of hardness lost on boiling is termed “temporary hardness,” whilst that remaining after 


ebullition is designated “ permanent hardness,” the sum of both constituting the “ total hardness ” 
of each water. 


* The degree of hardness hitherto employed by chemists is that first proposed by Dr. T. Clark, viz., ono 
grain of carbonate of lime, or its equivalent, in one Imperial Gallon of Water, or one part in 70,000. The 
degrees of hardness used in the above Table are readily converted into Clark’s degrees by multiplying by 7 
and then moving the decimal point one place to the left,

In Lonpon the births of 1007 boys and 980 girls, in all 1987 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for iterease of population, was 1909. 

The pearns registered in Lonpon during the week were 1261. It was the 
forty-first week of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week is, with 
a correction for increase of population, 1179. ‘The actual number exceeds the 
estimated number by 82. 

The mortality from diarrhoea, avhich was maintained with hardly any fluctuation 
during the six weeks subsequent to Saturday, August 26th, and which averaged 
87 weekly during that period, showed last week a very decided decrease, the deaths 
from that complaint having been only 54.

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 27 in Edin- 
burgh, and 23 in Dublin ; 36 in Liverpool, 33 in Manchester, 31 in Salford, 25 in 
Birmingham, 84 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, 27 in Hull, and 33 in Glasgow. ‘The 
rate in Vienna was 28 per 1000 during the week ending the 30th ult., when the 
temperature was 3'9° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 21 per 1000.

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°356in. The readings fell to 29'09in. on Wednesday, and rose 
to 29:80in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 
55°8°, which is 4° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as de- 
termined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean temperature was more or less above the 
average on every day except Friday. The highest day temperature was 70°6° 
on Sunday, the lowest night temperature was 39°4° on Friday. ‘The range in 
the week was 31°2°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature 
and air temperature was 3°9°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 87, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. On three days the humidity was 
above $0. The general directions of the wind were south-west and west. The 
rain-fall was 0°89 in., nearly the whole of which amount fell on the first four 
days, and half of it on Monday.

In THE weeK that ended on Saturday October 21st the births registered in 
Lonpon and Tren other rarce Towns of the United Kingdom were 3803 ; the 
deaths registered 2854. ‘The annual rate of mortality in the week in those 
Exeven Towns was 26 per 1000 persons living. 

In Lonpon the srrrus of 968 boys and 969 girls, in all 1932 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1856-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1959. 

The puAtus registered in Lonpon during the week were 1265. It was the 
forty-second week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1189. The present return exhibits 
an excess. of 76 deaths above the computed number. 

The deaths from diarrhea in London are slightly more numerous than they 
were in the preceding week. In the three weeks of the present month the fatal 
cases of this disease were successively 83, 54, and (in the week that ended last 
Saturday) 62. The mortality from diarrhoa exceeds the average for the third 
week of October, which is 49. 

Two children died from cholera, and two adults. The following are the par- 
ticulars of the latter cases :—On 16th October, at 77 South-row, Kensal-town, 
a whitster, aged 48 years, “cholera (4 days), gradual exhaustion (14 days).” On 
14th October, at 10 Copenhagen-street, Islington, the widow of a wine merchant, 
aged 73 years, “ cholera (2 days) exhaustion.” 

A man was suffocated by sleeping on a brick-kiln at Cubitt-town, Poplar. An 
infant died from a splinter of wood swallowed accidentally in a little sugar, causing 
perforation of the bowels and peritonitis. 

The five following cases were registered, in which accidents by horses and 
carriages were fatal :— 

On 17th October, a carman, aged 27 years, fell from avan. Died at Mid- 
dlesex Hospital. 

On 12th October, a female, aged 31 years, thrown out of a cart. Died at the 

. German Hospital, Dalston. 

On 7th October, the son of a labourer, aged 11 years, run over by a waggon. 

* Died at Rushey-green, Lewisham. 

On 12th October, the son of a wood-cutter, aged 4 years, run over by a 
van. Died at Royal Free Hospital. 

On 13th October, a coachman, aged 67 years, run over by a waggon in the 
New-road. Died at the University College Hospital. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 22 per 1000 in London, 31 in Edin- 
burgh, and 24 in Dublin; 40 in Liverpool, 34in Manchester, 36 in Salford, 26 in 
Birmingham, 87 in Leeds, 14 in Bristol, 80 in Hull, and 80 in Glasgow. The 
rate in Vienna was 27 per 1000 during the week ending the 7th inst., when the 
temperature was 4°7° Fahrenheit lower than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 21 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births in the week were 341, the deaths 368 ; in Manchester 
the births 240, the deaths 234; in Salford the births 70, the deaths 74; in Bir- 
mingham the births 247, the deaths 159 ; in Leeds the births 172, the deaths 157 ; 
in Bristol the births 132, the deaths 44; in Hull the births 90, the deaths 59 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 103, the deaths 103 ; in Glasgow the births 335, the deaths 
244; and in Dublin the births 141, the deaths 147. There were 289 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 7th inst. | 
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330 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 
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Souruampron.—Among the population of this borough (estimated to the middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 26 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday ; of these 3 were 
referred to cholera, ‘The annual rate of mortality during the week was 26 per 1000 persons living. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°337in. The readings rose to 29°87in. on Sunday, and fell to 
28°89 in. on Wednesday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 
46°8°, which is 2°7° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined 
by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below ihe average on every 
day, except Tuesday. The highest day temperature was 63°4° on Tuesday ; the 
lowest night temperature was 33°5° on Friday. The range in the week was, 
therefore, 29°9°. The mean daily range was 13°4°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 2'1°. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 93, complete saturation being represented by 100, which 
point was actually attained on Wednesday. Much rain fell; it measured 2°09 in., 
of which 1°06 in. fell on Thursday. There was rain on every day, except Monday 
and Friday. Rain began to fall at 10h. 35m. a.m. on Wednesday, and continued 
falling for thirty-one hours, during which time the fall was 1°52in. ‘The rainfall 
in London appears to have been heavier than in most other parts of England.

In THe WEEK that ended on Saturday October 28th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other rarcr Towns of the United Kingdom were 4054 ; the 
deaths registered 2992. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 27 per 1000 persons 
living. The last four weeks show an increase, the rates having been successively 
24, 26, 26, and 27. 

In Lonpon the births of 1137 boys and 1090 girls, in all 2227 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1990. 

The pEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1877. It was the 
forty-third week of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1219. The present return exhibits 
an excess over the estimated number of 158. 

Thirty-seven deaths were caused by measles, 5 of which occurred in the sub- 
district of Cripplegate. There were 60 from scarlatina, and 57 from typhus. 
Forty-eight fatal cases of diarrhoea were returned, the corrected average for the 
forty-third week in ten previous years being 30. In the ten corresponding weeks 
the number varied from 16 to 39. From these facts it is evident that there is at 
the present time in London a greater amount of fatal diarrhea than has been 
usually found to prevail at the end of October. 

Four deaths registered in the week are referred to cholera, of which cases the 
following are the particulars :—At 57 Frith-street, Soho, on the 22d October, the 
widow of a courier, aged 48 years, “ diarrhoea (4 days), partly in Paris and partly 
in London, Asiatic cholera (24 hours) exhaustion.” The medical attendant of 
this case adds on his certificate, that “the patient never passed into complete 
collapse ; the secretions became natural, but having been previously out of health, 
she sank from exhaustion.” At 8 Lower Pellipar-road, Woolwich, on 21st October, 
a private in the Royal Marines, aged 41 years, “ albuminuria (7 weeks), choleraic 
diarrhea (36 hours).” At 14 Buckingham-street, Marylebone, on 21st October, 
the son of a plaster moulder, aged 5 months, “ choleraic diarrhcea (2 days).” At 
1 Queen’s-road East, Chelsea, on 27th October, a widow, aged 68 years, “ choleraic 
diarrhoea (14 hours).” 

The wife of a journeyman plasterer died at 3 Henry-street, Mile-end Old Town, 


© from typhus; her child, 3 weeks old, died of bronchitis, three days previously; and 
\ three other children of the family were taken to the Workhouse, ill with fever.

The annual rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edin- 
burgh, and 27 in Dublin ; 87 in Liverpool, 36 in Manchester, 24 in Salford, 29 in 
Birmingham, 85 in Leeds, 23 in Bristol, 30 in Hull, and 33 in Glasgow. The 
rate in Vienna was 24 per 1000 during the week ending the 21st inst., when the 
temperature was 4°1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 22 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births in the week were 390, the deaths 837 ; in Manchester 
the births 215, the deaths 2438 ; in Salford the births 69, the deaths 50; in Bir- 
mingham the births 258, the deaths 181 ; in Leeds the births 134, the deaths 152 ; 
in Bristol the births 104, the deaths 70; in Hull the births 61, the deaths 60 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 121, the deaths 93 ; in Glasgow the births 315, the deaths 
264; and in Dublin the births 160, the deaths 165. ‘There were 261 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 21st inst. 


SourHampron.—Among the population of this borough (estimated to the middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 34 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday; of these 3 were 
referred to cholera, and 9 to scarlatina. The annual rate of mortality during the week was 33 per 
1000 persons living. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°322 in. The» barometrical pressure increased to 29°72 in. on 
Wednesday, and fell to 28°85 in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air 
in the week was 46°9°, which is 1° below the average of the same week in 
50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). Saturday was cold, and the defect 
of mean temperature on that day was almost 8°. The highest day temperature was 
59°8° on Tuesday ; the lowest night temperature was 33°9° on Saturday. The 
range in the week was, therefore, 25°9°. The mean daily range was 12°8°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 3°3°. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 89, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100, which point was actually attained on Sunday, and almost attained 
on Thursday. On Monday the humidity was 94. The wind was exceedingly 
variable, Hain fell to the great amount of 2:20in. ‘There was rain on every day 
except Wednesday. On Sunday (the 22d) it measured 1-11 in. ; on Thursday 
O:72in. Friday was fine and partially cloudy till two o’clock in the afternoon, 
when the sky was overcast suddenly, and a heavy squall of wind and rain 
occurred, accompanied by a sudden change in the barometer, and a decrease of 
7 of temperature. At 2°45 p.m. the rain ceased. At Clifton there fell on Sunday 
1°22in., but there was none on that day at places north of Birmingham. The 
total fall during the week at Clifton was so great as 3°19 inches.

) an excess of 151 over the estimated number. This is partly due to the fall of 
| temperature, which was low over the country. 

The deaths from diarrhea are less numerous now than they were in September, 

and the number is still less as compared with the numbers returned weckly in 

August ; but the disease was as fatal last week as it was in the second week of 

: Gaiober. The deaths from diarrhcea in the last four weeks were 54, 62, 48, 

» and 61. 

In the forty-fourth week of ten years 1855-64 the average number of deaths 
from diarrhoea was 26. When the 61 deaths from that complaint, of last week, 
» are compared with the average, it will not be questioned that an epidemic tendency 
. exists in the London population at the present time. 

Two deaths of children in the week are referred to cholera. They are returned 
as follows:—On 30th October at 5 Harland- -square, Shoreditch, a girl, aged 
4 months, “ choleraic diarrhoea (one day) ;” and on the same day at 81 Bessbor ough- 
place, Millbank, a boy, aged 5 months, “ cholera infantum (15 hours).” 

Scarlatina was fatal in 59 cases, and typhus in 77. There were 177 deaths from

In the Strand, the widow of a labourer, aged 63 years, knocked down and run 
over by a Hansom cab. Died on 28th October in Charing-cross Hospital.

Soutyampron.—Among the population of this borough (estimated to the middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 28 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday; no death was 
referred to cholera, but 5 resulted from scarlatina. The annual rate of mortality during the week 
was 28 per 1000 persons living. 

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°564in. The barometrical pressure fell to 28°99 in. on Monday, 
and rose to 80°O5in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 42°5°, which is 3°9° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as deter- 
mined by Mr. Glaisher). ‘The mean temperature was below the average on every 
day, except Monday ; and the air was cold at the end of the week. ‘The highest 
day temperature was 57°8° on Sunday ; the lowest night temperature was 31°2° 
on Thursday. The thermometer fell below the freezing point of water, also on 
Saturday. ‘The range in the week was 26°6°. The mean daily range was 14°1°. 
On Sunday the range of temperature was as great as 24-1°; on the two following 
days it was less than 8°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature 
and air temperature was 2°7°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 90, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. On Tuesday and Wednesday it 
was 95. The direction of the wind was variable. There was rain to the amount 
of 0-92in. It fell on Sunday, M onday, Tuesday, and Friday. There were dense 
fogs on Friday and Saturday.

Deaths of Persons of the Ages 
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Ty tHe week that ended on Saturday November 11th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other LarcGe Towns of the United Kingdom were 4031 ; the 
deaths registered 3096. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonpon the prrtus of 1072 boys and 1099 girls, in all 2171 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1964. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1464. It was the 
forty-fifth weck of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1826. The return for the week is 
138 in excess of the computed number. 

The deaths from diarrhcea are 37, and they show a satisfactory decrease on the 
number in the previous week, when 61 deaths from it were returned. ‘The two 
following cases are the only deaths referred to cholera :—-At Auckland-hill, 
Norwood, on the 6th inst., a girl, aged 6 months “choleraic diarrhoea (5 days) ;” 
and at 26 Little Queen-street, St. Giles, on the 7th inst., a girl, aged 9 weeks, 
“cholera infantum.” 

A widow died on the 3d November at 17 Petticoat-square, St. Botolph, at the 
great age [as registered] of 102 years. 

The daughter of a bricklayer, aged 11 years died at 5 Victoria-place, Stepney, 
of “chronic bronchitis, accelerated by exposure and over-fatigue, and want of the 
common necessaries of life.” 

Four deaths by horses or carriages were registered :— 

In Duke-street, a carman, aged 33 years, knocked down by a brougham. 
Died on 29th October in St. George’s Hospital. 

In the Poultry, the wife of a builder’s foreman, aged 38 years, foot crushed 
by an omnibus. Died on 28th October in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 

In Warwick-lane, a jeweller, aged 75 years, trod on by a horse. Died on 
4th November in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. . , 

A spinster, aged 70 years, run over. Died on 38d November in the London 
Hospital. 

108 persons were knocked down and killed in London by vans, drays, carts, 
waggons, omnibuses, cabs, and carriages between the Ist of April last and the 
Ath of November. It is not stated by what vehicles 22 of the number perished, 
but 6 were killed by omnibuses, 16 by cabs and carriages, 64 by waggons, vans, 
carts, and drays. 

88 were males, 25 females, of all ages. 387 of them were children under 10 
years of age; 16 were old men and women of 65 years of age and upwards ; 
55 were adults of ages ranging from 10 to 65. The men were of various occu- 
pations : the large excess of carmen and coachmen only implies that they are 
more exposed to this kind of injury than other people. The man employed to

take the drag off the omnibuses was run over by a cab at the bottom of 
Holborn-hill. 

Six women and 27 men, as well as 1 girl and 4 boys, were killed by falling 
from vehicles in the streets. 11 of the men were carmen, carters, cabmen, and 
coachmen ; probably some of them under the influence of drink. 

Waggons which are drawn by heavy trotting horses cannot be pulled up in 
time, and are the most destructive engines in the battle of the streets. 

As the effect of increased cold, bronchitis has become more fatal, and the deaths 
from it last week were 194. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 26 in Edin- 
burgh, and 23 in Dublin ; 42 in Liverpool, 32 in Manchester, 33 in Salford, 26 in 
Birmingham, 386 in Leeds, 24 in Bristol, 26 in“Hull, and 86 in Glasgow. The 
rate in Vienna was 24 per 1000 during the week ending the 4th inst., when the 
temperature was 5° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 24 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births in the week were 390, the deaths 383 ; in Manchester 
the births 221, the deaths 218 ; in Salford the births 71, the deaths 71 ; in Bir- 
mingham the births 268, the deaths 161; in Leeds the births 162, the deaths 156 ; 
in Bristol the births 104, the deaths 74; in Hull the births 73, the deaths 49 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 108, the deaths 87 ; in Glasgow the births 292, the deaths » 
292; and in Dublin the births 171, the deaths 141. There were 256 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 4th inst. 


SouTHampron.—Among the population of this borough (estimated to the middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 30 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday; of these 8 were 
referred to scarlatina ; no death resulted from cholera. The annual rate of mortality during the 
week was 30 per 1000 persons living. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°986 in. The mean daily reading was above 30in. on the first two 
days, and the last two days of the week. ‘The barometrical pressure declined to 
29°80 in. on Wednesday, and rose to 30°15 in. on Friday. The mean temperature 
of the air in the week was 42°4°, which is 2°6° below the average of the same 
week in 50 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature 
was 51°9° on Wednesday ; the lowest night temperature was 31° on Sunday. 
The thermometer fell to ~82°7° on Monday, and to 383° on Saturday. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 3°7°. 
Lhe mean degree of humidity of the air was 87, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. The rain-fall was 0°14 in.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday November 18th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other rarer Towns of the United Kingdom were 4040; the 
deaths registered 3271. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 30 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonpon the srrrus of 1052 boys and 1022 girls, in all 2074 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1978. 

The pEATHs registered in Lonpon during the week were 1515. It was the 
forty-sixth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1459. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 56 the estimated number. 

Thirty-two deaths oocurred from diarrhcea ; the mortality from this disease has 
- much decreased. A private in the Coldstream Guards, aged 23 years, died in the 
Coldstream Guards Hospital, Vincent-square, Westminster, on the 15th November, 
from “ pneumonia, diarrhoea, collapse, whole duration 2 days.” An_ hotel-keeper, 
aged 48 years, died at 29 Grosvenor-street, Grosvenor-square, on the 15th November, 
from “ diarrhoea (6 days), collapse from old standing disease of heart.” No deaths 
from cholera were registered. 

183 deaths occurred from phthisis, 175 from bronchitis, 102 from pneumonia, 
and 75 from disease of the heart. 

The following deaths from carriage accidents were registered :— 

Near the Royal Oak, Wandsworth, a carman, aged 62 years, by the upsetting of 
a cart in collision with a Hansom cab, fractured leg and erysipelas. Died 
on 8th November in St. George’s Hospital. a2 e 

In Finsbury-square, a waiter, aged 60 years, fell from the roof of an omnibus. 
Died on 10th November in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 

At Surrey_Canal Docks, a timber merchant’s assistant, aged 14 years, run over 
by a timber cart. Died on 5th November in Guy’s Hospital. 

A carman, aged 44 years, fracture of spine by falling out of a cart. Died on 
13th November at 16 Hedger-grove, Hackney. 

The son of a printer, aged 9 -years, run over by a coal van. Died on 
2d November in Royal Free Hospital. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 26 per 1000 in London, 37 in Edin- 
burgh, and 27 in Dublin; 42 in Liverpool, 41 in Manchester, 40 in Salford, 25 in 
Birmingham, 27 in Leeds, 18 in Bristol, 82 in Hull, and 39 in Glasgow. The 
rate in Vienna was 28 per 1000 during the week ending the 11th inst., when the 
temperature was 3°1° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 25 per 1000. ;

Sournampron.—Among the population of this borough (estimated to the middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 40 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday ; of these 7 were 
again referred to scarlatina ; no death resulted from cholera. ‘The annual rate of mortality during 
the week was 39 per 1000 persons living. 

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°042in. The barometrical reading decreased from 80°33 in. on 
Sunday to 29°54in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 44°8°, which is 1°9° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as deter- 
mined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 55°5° on Friday ; the 
lowest night temperature was 32°1° on Thursday. ‘The entire range of tempera- 
ture in the week was, therefore, 23°4°. The mean of the highest temperatures of | 
the water of the Thames was 44°7°; that of the lowest was 42°8°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 3°4°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 88, complete saturation being represented 
by 100. Rain fell to the amount of 0°39in. The general direction of the wind 
was S.E. and S.W.

Sournampron.—Among the population of this borough (estimated to the middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 15 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday ; of these 4 were 
again referred to scarlatina ; no death resulted from cholera. ‘he annual rate of mortality during 
the week was 14 per 1000 persons living. 


At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 


wetk was 29°510in. The barometrical pressure was 28°93 in. on Sunday ; it 
rose to 29'91in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 
43°7°, which is 2°8° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined 
by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was always above the average, 
except on Monday. The highest day temperature was 51° on Sunday; the 
lowest night temperature was 32°6° on Monday. The mean daily range of the 
thermometer was 9°2° The difference between the mean dew-point temperature 
and air temperature was 3°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 89, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. Rain fell on five days, chiefly on 
Sunday and Tuesday; and the amount was 0:72in. On the evening of Saturday 
Mr. Glaisher ascended in a balloon, and found the wind changed from S.E. to 
S.S.W. at the height of 3000 feet, and again fell in with south-east wind on 
descending to the same height.

In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday December 9th the births registered ia 
Lonpon and Ten other rarce Towns of the United Kingdom were 4044; the 
deaths registered 3123. The annual rate of mortality was 29 per 1000 persons 
living. 

In Lonpon the srrtus of 1074 boys and 1088 girls, in all 2162 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1932. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1433. It was the 
forty-ninth week of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1488. The present return gives a 
number less by 55 than the estimated amount. 

No case of cholera was registered in the week; the number of deaths from 
diarrhea fell so low as 17, which is about the usual number that occurs in London — 


-_ in the first week of December. 85 deaths were returned as caused by typhus, 


typhoid fever, &c., 8 of which were in the Hackney sub-district, Measles was fatal 
in 49 cases, and 11 of these occurred in the district of Chelsea. There were 


- 4 from the same complaint in the Westminster Workhouse. ‘There were 63 deaths 


from scarlatina, 7 of which were in the East sub-district of Islington. 

Out of 14 deaths from all causes in Haggerstone East, 10 were from zymotic 
diseases, viz.; one from measles, one from scarlatina, 3 Prat whooping-cough, 
3 from typhus, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhea. 

At 1 Nursery-place, Upper Clapton, a bricklayer’s labourer, aged 27 years, died 
of “ typhus, accelerated by inhaling noxious vapour whilst unloading bricks in the 
Regent’s Canal.” <A boy, aged 4 years, in Newington-green, died of hydr tees 
after the bite of a dog. ae "14 Featherstone- street, Finsbury, on 7th December, 


+ single woman, aged 77 years, died from paralysis, accelerated by want of warm 
a. clothing and common necessaries of life.

Died on 2d December 
in the London Hospital. a 
At Paddington, the wife of a wood sawyer, aged 56 years, fell from a 
cabriolet. ~ Died on 2d December in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 
The wife of a silk manufacturer, aged 53 years, run over. Died on 16th 
November at 6 Chapel-street, Curtain-road, Shoreditch. 
In Tower-street, Westminster-road, the daughter of a shop-fitter, aged 9 years: 
run over by acab. Died on 4th December. ‘ 
Since the beginning of the present year, 215 persons of various ages, have’ been 


killed by horse conveyances in the dirty, neglected, and ill-regulated streets of 


London. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edin- 
burgh, and 27 in Dublin ; 45 in Liverpool, 37 in Manchester, 36 in Salford, 25 in 
Birmingham, 29 in Leeds, 23 in Bristol, 81 in Hull, and 34 in Glassow. The 
rate in Vienna was 25 per 1000 during the week ending the 2d inst., when the 
temperature was 0°9° Fahrenheit higher than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 24 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births in the week were 872, the deaths 411 ; in Manchester 
the births 265, the deaths 250; in Salford the births 74, the deaths 76; in Bir- 


-mingham the births 273, the deaths 158 ; in Leeds the births 165, the deaths 124 ; 
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in Bristol the births 104, the deaths 71 ; ; in Hull the births 86, the deaths 62 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 103, the deaths 93 ; in Glasgow the bir ths 315, the deaths 
280; and in Dublin the he ths 125, the- fdoaths 164. ‘There were 268 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 2d inst. 

Sounmieenes —Among the population of this borough (estimated to.the. middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 30 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday; of these 9 were 
again referred to scarlatina, and 2 to whooping-cough, ‘The annual rate of mortality ie the 
week was 30 per 1000 persons living. 

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the Mean ove in the 
week was 29°832 in. The mean daily reading was above 30 in. on the last three days. 
The pressure of the atmosphere fell to 29°14in. on Monday; and it rose to 
30°40 in. on Friday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 46°5°, . 
which is 4°5° above the average of the same week in 50 years (as determined 
by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was above the average on every 
day after Sunday. The range was 11°7° on Monday, only 3°8° on Thursday. 
The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 
only 2°3°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 92, complete saturation being 
represented by 100. ‘The rain-fall was 0°22 in. in the week. It has been very 
variable throughout the country; at Liverpool only 0°O8in. in the week; in 
Clifton (in the same parallel of latitude as Greenwich) it was 1°32 in.

In THE weEEK that ended on Saturday December 16th the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other Lance Towns of the United Kingdom were 4130; the 
deaths registered 3090. ‘The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons 
living. 

‘In Lonpon the urrrus of 1096 boys and 1002 girls, in all 2098 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 2026. 

The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1440, It was the 
fiftieth week of the year; and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1450. The deaths in the present 
return are a little under the estimated amount. 

No ease of cholera was registered in the week. 27 deaths occurred from 
diarrhea. Typhus was fatal in 94 cases; 5 deaths from typhus occurred in the 
sub-district of Mile-end New Town. 49 deaths were caused by measles, 48 by 
searlatina, 13 by diphtheria, 52 by whooping-cough, and 15 by small-pox. Small- 
pox is reported as raging in the sub-district of Spitalfields ; 3 deaths from it were 
registered in the sub-district. 

A boot-maker, aged 48 years, died on the 7th December at Guy’s Hospital from 
hydrophobia. 

The daughter of a shoemaker, aged 11 years, died on the 11th December at 


St. George’s Hospital from hydrophobia (8 days). 


The wife of a wood-cutter, aged 40 years, died on the 11th December at 
27 Clarendon-street, Southwark, from suffocation caused by an escape of gas 
from the main of the Phenix Company. 

The daughter of a clerk in holy orders, aged 23 years, died on the 11th December 
of broken heart from acute mental distress, she lost a sister 5 weeks previous to 


“her death.

Since the beginning of the present year, 221 persons of various ages, have been 
killed by horse conveyances in the streets of London. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 25 per 1000 in London, 26 in Edin- 
burgh, and 31 in Dublin; 43 in Liverpool, 31 in Manchester, 45 in Salford, 28 in 
Birmingham, 29 in Leeds, 26 in Bristol, 84 in Hull, and 27 in Glasgow. The 
rate in Vienna was 25 per 1000 during the week ending the 9th inst., when the 
temperature was 8°6° Fahrénhcit lower than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 25 per 1000. 

In Liverpool the births in the week were 393, the deaths 394 ; in Manchester 
the births 242, the deaths 212; in Salford the births 85, the deaths 96; in Bir- 
mingham the births 303, the deaths 179 ; in Leeds the births 216, the deaths 128 ; 
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394 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


in Bristol the births 120, the deaths 81 ; in Hull the births 68, the deaths 68 ; in 
Edinburgh the births 116, the deaths 88 ; in Glasgow the births 324, the deaths 
222; and in Dublin the births 165, the deaths 187. There were 269 deaths in 
Vienna during the week ending the 9th instant. 

SourHampron.—Among the population of this borough (estimated to the middle of the present 
year at 53,001) 19 deaths were registered during the week ending last Saturday ; of these 6 were 
5 a referred to scarlatina. The annual rate of mortality during the week was 19 per 1000 persons 
iving. 

At the Royal Observatory Greenwich the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°444 in. The barometrical reading increased from 30°28 in. on 
Thursday to 30°6lin. on Friday ; a higher value than any since January 1859, 
when the reading was 30°64in. The mean temperature of the air in the week 
was 39°7°, which is 0°8° below the average of the same week in 50 years (as deter- 
mined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest day temperature was 46°9° on Monday ; 
the lowest night temperature was 29°9° on Saturday. The entire range of 
temperature in the week was, therefore, 17-0°° The mean of the highest tempe- 
ratures of the water of the Thames was 45°1°; that of the lowest was 43°9°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 4° 3°. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. No rain fell during the week. The general direction of the wind 
was N.E. and N.

In tHe weex that ended on Saturday December 23d the births registered in 
Lonpon and Ten other Lance Towns of the United Kingdom were 4071; the 
deaths registered 8311. The annual rate of mortality was 30 per 1000 persons 
living, a considerable increase upon recent weeks. 

In Lonpon the prertus of 1037 boys and 1072 girls, in all 2109 children, were 
registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 1855-64 the 


average number, corrected for increase - population, was 1900. 


The DEATHS registered in Lonpon during the week were 1590. It was the 
fifty-first week of the year, and the average number of deaths for that week is, 
with a correction for increase of population, 1415. ‘The deaths now returned 
exceed the estimated number by 175. 

Measles increased, and the deaths from this complaint were 60, of which 9 
occurred in Chelsea, 4 in the Belgrave sub-district of St. George Hanover-square ; 
in. which sub-district there were also 7 from whooping-cough. ‘Typhus was fatal 
in 79 cases, diarrhcea in 17. There was no death from cholera. 

The wife of a labourer, aged 25 years, died at 13 Hill-street, Shoreditch, on the 
25th November, of “ disease of the lungs, accelerated by want.” 

On the 15th December, at 5 Frying-pan alley, Spitalfields, the widow of a 
general dealer died at the age [as registered] of 101 years. 

The following four fatal carriage accidents were registered in the week :— 

In Regent- circus, a helper at mews, aged 60 years, run over by a cab. Died 
on 17th December in Charing-cross Hospital. 

In Exmouth-street, Clerkenwell, on 11th December, the widow of a bookseller, 
aged 63 years, run over by a coal van. 

The son of a sail-maker, aged 11 years, run over. Died on 15th December in 

_ the London Hospital. 

In Blackfriars-road, a butler, aged 32 years, fell when alighting from a cab. 

Died on 16th December in St. Thomas’s Hospital.

The Table may be read thus: 100,000 pounds of the Chelsea Water contained 28°00 lbs. of solid matter, 
of which 1°52 lbs. of organic and other matters were driven off by incineration. ‘1942 lbs. of oxygen were 
required to destroy organic matter in the said quantity of Chelsea Water. Of the solid matter 16°1 lbs. are 
carbonate of lime or its equivalent; of which 9°11bs. are got rid of by boiling, and 7°0 Ibs. remain. 


* The degree of hardness hitherto employed by chemists is that first proposed by Dr. T. Clark, viz., one 
grain of carbonate of lime, or its equivalent, in one Imperial Gallon of Water, or one part in 70,000.

With the exception of the water supplied by the Kent and South Essex 
Companies, the waters again exhibit this month a marked increase in the total 
amount of solid impurity as compared with last month ; this applies also to the 
water supplied by the Lambeth Company, which was the only one which in 
October showed no increase of residue over the preceding month. On the other 
hand, the organic and other volatile matter has (with the exception of the water 
supplied by the Grand Junction Company) decreased ; while the amount of 
oxygen required for oxidation of the organic matter is in most cases less than in 
November. 3
